Winnipeg, Jan. 20.- ^'' general meet- 
ing of tlie AVlnnlpeg Bankers' Asso- 
ciation today in the offices of the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce was un- 
usually prolonged. Tlie subject of the 
■Winnipeg civic linancos was the im- 
portant one before the meeting. 

It was agreed by the v;iriou.s local 
managers present to recoiiunend lo 
the head offices of their ros|)ective 
banks tliat linanclai accommodation 
bo granted the city of Winnipeg at 
once. The financial accommodation 
recommended was to be proportion- 
ately from the various Cjinadian 
chartered banks, which have olhces 
in Winnipeg. Each one of these was 
represented at the meeting. 

"You understand,'" said one of the 
local managers present to a Tele- 
gram reporter after the meeting, 
"that it is merely an accommodation. 
Its forcctulness is apparent from be- 
ing practically un animoii.'!, and tlio 
attitude of the Winnipeg managers is 
clearly deliiicd in regard to the (in- 
aiiciai sitaution of the city." 

The recommendation to the various 
head offices by the Winnipeg Bankers' 
Association is that an amount from 
$2i50,000 to $500,000 should be ad- 
vanced to the city of Winnipeg pro- 
portionately diviiled among tlie sev- 
eral Canadian chartered banks.

Warned From Paris. 

Paris. Jan. 20. — The reports cabled 
from Rio Janeiro that the Brazilian 
authorities were warned from Paris of 
a possible attempt to blow up the 
American battleship fleet while in the 
harbor there are true. 
- Some time ago certain su.spicions 
Indicating the existence of a plot to 
■ destroy the whole or a portion of the 
fleet, either at Rio Janeiro or in the 
straits oi: Magellan, were aroused and 
naturally, communicated to Rio and 
Washington. " A chartered steamer 
was reported to have cpnveyed ex- 
, plosives^ for the use. of". the consplra-, 
tors tp -^Rlo'^ J'an'oiro, arriving tHere 
abqut -the .middle' of - December;:,'-; aha 
John Ifedher, whose name' is meritiori-; 
cd In the Rio despatches, : was on'eVpf 
the men -whose name' - '.was re'V^aled' 
hero as an accomplice . in the cohsplf^ 
ucv. The alleged plot-Li, supposed ^to- 
have some ratlier startling rariilflck- 
tlons, but the evidence along this line 
is far from conclusive, and rests chief- 
ly upon tlio statement of an Individ- 
ual whose record was subsiuiuently 
proved to be anything but creditable. 

Consequently the whole affair.^ is 
regarded with much skepticism, and. 
Indeed, llio presumption has been that 
it may have been a deliberately con- 
cocted scare. In any event, it is now 
believed liere that if the plot actually 
did exist the timely warning and iho 
precautions taken have completely 
frustrated the jdans of the conspira- 
tors at Rio Janeiro and compelled them 
to transfer tlioir operations further 
alleld,- if not to abandon them en- 
tirely. The latter hyiiothe.sis is con 
sidored here to bo mo.-it probable. 

Only. a few treated the story serious- 
ly; others regarded it as fantastic, 
while many dismissed the whole affair 
as a myth. .■ ■ ^ ^- , ; 

Tho report-" today from Rio Janeiro' 
has been characterized as ■atjiotheif' 
weird chapter of the story. ■ It la be' 
lieved here that the act of . the .-Rio 
Janeiro police grew out of the' Infor- 
mation forwarded to Rio Janeiro and 
Washington from this city. 

The story as given by tho.se re- 
sponsible for it is substantially as fol- 
lows: 

A young man of good family residing 
here, claims to have overheard snatch- 
es of a telephone conversation in whicii 
va^ue references were mado to the 
cruise of the American fleet and of 
plans concerning the fleet which were 
being hatched at a certain cafe. The 
young man coinmiiiiicated his informa- 
tion to an American ollicial in Paris, 
and also p.^tabllshed a surveillance of 
tho cafe. It is claimed observation at 
the cafe disclosed several .suspicious 
characters, holding mysterious meet- 
ings. Tiieir movements are .^ald to 
have been traced and their plans in 
part learned as to the shipment of ox- 
plosives to Brazil. Wlien the sus- 
|)icious parties were surprised they 
are said to have ;=ihown light, and in 
a .«icriinmaKe whicli ensued the young 
man claims to have snatched a por- 
tion of the paper over which they were 
poring, containing the cabalistic words 
"menared, destroy," suiiposed to mean 
"If nienacpd, destro.v." 

Warning Sent On 
Washington, Jan. 20. — That tlie 
American government was cognizant 
of tho existence of tho belief of ul- 
terior designs against tho battlosiiips 
ill the harbor of Rio .laneiro, was ncl- 
mltted today in adiiilnistndion circles. 
The news lirst reached here by way of 
Paris, where somebody communicated 
I it to the American emliassy.

They were John 
and Artluir Bennion, and liave been 
long wanted by the police. 

l.''or some time past cattle iiava been 
systematically rustled and killed by 
some unknown thieves between Cal- 
gary and Cardston. Their custom- 
ary plan was to start witli a few cat- 
tle In the vicinity of Cardston and 
travel through the country adding to 
the herd from other ranchers' stock 
until they accumulated what Is known 
as a large "snowball.' These were 
dr,lven Into the coral Is at their ranch 
near, Braiit; -a '/point 25 miles east of 
Hlght, river" and the killing prooeed- 
ed.-wlth.t|;;"-The-carcasscs were disposed 
■off as, soon as possible and the hides 
bearing- the brands hidden In manure 
piles and various other places. 

A very large number of cattle have 
been stolen and killed, : the practice 
having been ;golng \On'fof, some' time, 
and the pollce ; haye discovered a. large 
number of hides.' ' Just how' many can- 
not be stated until thev are thawed 
out and counted.. The police finally 
got wind of where the brothers, who 
are Mormons, are operating, and yes- 
terday Sergt. Wilson, who, it will be 
remembered, was the principal per- 
former in tlie Bill Miner capture, in 
company witli. four other policeipen, 
swoojied down upon the Benul on broth- 
ers while they were at work killing 
a bunch of cattle in their corral. 

The prisoner.a did not. put up a light, 
and were not armed, although the po- 
lice fully expected them to be. They 
had been in the habit of carrying re- 
volvers and ,Tohn h,ad made the boast 
that he would never bo taken alive by 
the police. It Is said that .Tohn verx' 
muoli resembles the notorious Biil 
Miner in features, wliich is n strange 
coincidence. Botli were arraigned be- 
fore Inspector Duffiis at the barracks 
this morning, and were remanded for 
eight days. Only a few actual charges 
have been laid against the prisoners 
up to the present, but it is expected 
tliat a very large numlier of com- 
lil.iints will bo mado before long. Tho 
ra.'-ii> was,remanded..to allow the Benn- 
loiiH to ' secure 'legal ''advice.

Aid. Pauline .suggested that appliea-

Takes Exceptions.

Nwe York Investigation 

New York, Jan. 20. — An exhaustive 
investigation Into the widespread be- 
lief that persons connected with tin- 
ancial institutions and public service 
corporations of this city have been 
guilty of illegal acts will be made by 
a committee jappointed by the grand 
jury. The grand jury came before 
Justice Dowling in the Supremo court 
today, made a long presentment on 
the subject, and announced that the 
committee will receive reliable Infor- 
mation as to any spocltlo crimes that 
are believed to Wave been commuted. 
The committee will make an exhaus- 
tive inquiry Into the subject. 

Tlio grand jur.v in its presentment 
declared that a widespread belief ex- 
isted that many persons now or late- 
ly connected with liriancial institu- 
tions and public service corporations 
in tliJs city have been guilty of seri- 
ous crimes, and that the guilty per- 
,sons should be discovered and pun- 
ished If the law is adequate' for such 
purposes. Should the law be found 
inadequfite to properly protect the 
comniuiilty, the grand jury- recom- 
mends that the legi.'^lature In session 
should iiinend the law. If tiiore has 
only been a lapse in the conduct of 
tlio busines.s, and not a criminal dis 
regard of duty, it ia for the interest 
of the pulilic th.'it the fact bo made 
clear, the presentment states.

North American ~Act,' and which' lend, 
so much* Influence toathe centrar»govr- 
ernment'M ragainsf'the local govern- 
mont8,'-but In the jvHdom of the men 
who framed the Gontuderatlon Act, It 
•was no doubt found best to- retail^ 
certain paramount powers to the cen4 
tral administration. And we- mupt;r 
I think, all admft thiat the great issuq ' 
which is at the present time being- 
discussed, is a very splendid illustra-* , 
tion of one of these problems/ (Hear^ 
hear and applause.) But within £^ 
very few days, unless Mr. Speaker,; 
my hon. friend gives us very factiou^! 
opposition, there will be another adi 
passed by this parliament pretty well 
along the .same lines as this bill, 
which wa.s not .allowed Inst year to 
become law in this province.

Mr. Chamberlain's View 
In the sessional papers of 18fl8 which 
were brought down by the provincial 
secretary, there appears In full Joseph 
Chamberlain's despatch to the Earl of 
Aberdeen, an otllcial copy of which 
wixs transmitted to this government, in, 
which he urges that 'such, xestrictlve 
legislation siiould be dealt with by the 
Dominion parliament on the lines 
pursued by the government of N;ital, 
which moreover, he added, were like- 
ly to be generally adopted in Aus- 
tralia. (Cheers.) This is the tenor of 
.Tosoph Chamberlains despatch to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, following the re- 
ceipt of a certain act in respect toi 
Japanese immigration, which wa.5 
passed by this legislature. And we 
have before us the very peculiar fact 
that the governments of Natal, of 
Australia, and of New Zealand, are 
permitted to enjoy liberties and privil- 
eges which our Liberal friends,- at- Ot- ' 
tawa say will be refused to us. 'And I s 
now 'say, as I liave said ,on other oc- , 
casions, that It Is Impossible, to believe',- 
that the Imperial (government will re- 
fuse to accord to us the very same 
privileges and liberties which they 
have cheerfully granted to our hrother 
Britishers in other section of the Em- 
pire, (Cheers.) 

Rights and Privileges

Sensible of Responsibilities

the government of this province: and 
I have alwav.s tried to act in .strict 
coiirorniltv with thp constitutional ' 
rights of its people.

A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION 

In tlio legislature yestonlay, Mr. Mc- 
Urlde, as lirst minister, di.^charged his 
constitutional duty of stating to the 
House the reasons for the action of 
the Lileutenant-Governor in regard to 
the Bowser Bill, and defending It, so 
far as ho was bound to do. We desire 
not to be misimdor.=;tood In wliat we 
say. Mr. McBride did not defend tiie 
action of the Dominion government 
in jireventing legislation along the 
lines of that Natal Act from becom- 
ing law. Upon this point the policy of 
the provincial government and that 
of the federal government are dia- 
metrically opposed. This point must 
bo kept clearly In mind, if the con- 
stitutional qnoston iiivolvfid is to bo 
correctly appreciated. Mr. McBride, 
as provincial premiar, favors the pas- 
sage i5f legislation of the Idnd referred 
to; Sir ■Wilfrid Xaurl«av .as premier of 
Canada, Is Opposed to Wch legislation, 
j Mr. McBride is supporteil In his views 
by tlie whole legislature and sub- 
jstautially by all the people of Britisii 
I Columbia. No government could hope/ 
to win an election In this province 
jif it oppo'siod. legislation of the nature 
j mentioned This point must not lie 
forgotten. The legislature passed the 
I Bowser Bill. True, by a clerical error, 
I the Bill did not mean what the mover 
! or tho legislature intended, but this 
is an incident wiiich has no bearing 
upon the point involved. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governoi' did not withhold his 
assent because of the clerical error, 
wliicli, indeed, could have been recti- 
lied casil.v enougii on tho closing day i 
of the session. Ho acted as an of- 
llcla! of the Dominion government un- 
der his instructions from Ottawa, and 
Mr. McBride's position is.ppyilng.more 
nor less than that a lieutenant-gov- 
ernor is bound by His iuitinctions. 
Tliis we hold to be good coiistittitior al 
law. AVhether or not the Lieutenaiit- 
Oovernor in this particular case did 
in fact act according to his instruc- 
tions is lietwcen hiin .and the federal 
goveriiineiit, not between iiim and the 
provincial premier. It is a suijlcient 
constitutional explanation of the Lieu- 
tenant- Governor's course, so far as 
I Mr, McBride Is concerned, to say that 
I that official acted as a Dominion exe- 
cutive representative, and It Is for the 
, House to say if it Is willing to accept 
such an oxiilanation. 

But it will be contended by some, 
as it was contended by the leader of 
tho oppo.-fitlon yesterday, that it was 
i Mr, ilcBride's duty to have resigned, 
' or if this claim is not made, it may 
very property be asked why It was 
not his duty to resign. We concede 
that a responsblllty rests upon the 
t.'oloni.st, which has sustained the pro- 
vincial Premier's course, to show why. 
In its judgment, he was not called up- 
on to tender his resignation to His 
Honor. Perhaps this can best bo 
shown by supposing that he had re- 
signed. Now there are certain occa- 
sions under which, liy constitutional 
usage a provincial premier is bound 
to resign. These are when he has lost 
the conlidenco of the legislature and 
ivheii ho has lost tho conlidenco of tho 
lileutenant-Governor. Certainly at 
the timo of the reservation of the royal 
assent to the Bowser Bill, Mr. Mc- 
Bride had not lost the confidence of tho 
legislature, and he does not appear to 
have lost it yet. That lie has not 
lost the conddeiice of the Lieutenjiiit- 
Goyernor is shown by the fact that in 
all matters of purely a provincial na- 
ture, that oilicial has acted upon his 
advice botli before and .since the pas- 
sago of tho Bowser Bill, If Mr. Mc- 
Bride had resigned ho would only have 
dbiie 30 because he disagreed witli tho 
policy of the Dominion government In 
respect to Oriental Irnmigration, which 
would not be a con.stitiitional reason. 
Wo can imughic Jlr. Jldiride going 
to tho Lieutenant-Governor and ten- 
dering, his resignation, and .we can 
imaglrie the Lleufenant-Gdvernor as 
saying to hini substautlally : "AViiy 
should you resign '.' I liavo every ctm- 
fidence i:i you as my advisor, but I 
am bound by my 'Instructlonis." We 
do hot suggest that this occurred, for 
we do not bellovo It dirt; but it Is a 
tiling that might readily 'iv.ivi: occurred, 
if Mr. Mcl3rlde had proll'orred his 
resigiiation. It' iMr. McHrldr! had in- 
sisted on resigning and liad advised 
tho Lieutenant-Governor to call upoi> 
tho Leader of the Opposition, wiiat 
more could that gentleman have done 
titan Mr, McBrido has done, tliat is 
state to tho House that the Lieuten- 
ant-Govoi'nor had noted In accordance 
with his Instructions from Ottawa? 
The ca,=ie would not have been advanc- 
ed one iota by such a ju'iiceedlng, liiit 
an exceedingly dangerous ijrecodent 



would have be'en established; it would 
amount to a declaration that tho Do-, 
minion government may compel tno 
resignation of a provincial ministry Ijy 
Instructing -at.; lleutenantr-governor to 
withhold the Royal'fAsse'nt from a Bill, 
which would »e absolutely foreign to 
every principle of provincial autonomy. 
When we concede' that the powers ot 
the legislature are abridged by the 
right of "lihfi^'aDvernor-Goneral' to with- 
hold assent from a Bill or to disallow 
it after it has been assented to, we 
go as far as wo think we are obliged 
to go, and are not t-alled upon to con- 
cede that the federar authorities can 
at any time they are so Inclined com- 
pel the resignation of a ministry, en- 
joviug the confidence of the legislature 
and the. country, by ;gly,lng certain in- 
structions to a lieutenant-governor 
Thl.5 would bo reducing responsiblo 
government to an absiirdlty. 

Ono other point may bo mentioned. 
An occasion may arise ivhen a prcjvin- 
cial premier may very properly resign 
tor the purpose of securing for tho 
people an endorsement of his course, 
lint this is a question of expediency, 
not of constitutionality, it i.^ for him 
to judge and for him only. If Mr. 
McBrld© had deemed It ..desirable to 
bring about an appeal to the people 
on the question of Oriental immigra- 
tion, it would liave been singularly In- 
judicious for him to have done so and 
abandoned his mission to England, 
This we confess Is tho narrowest 
ground upon wlilcli his course could 
liavo been jiistilied, if he was un- 
der such an obligation, but it would 
have been aulte sufficient at the 
time. Later a vacancy occurred in 
the reijresentalion of Vancouver. Here 
was an opportuniy given to any one, 
who con.>idered that the Premier had 
done wrong in not resigning, to tost 
Iiopular .sentiment. If Mr. Aiacdonald 
really belley.ed that Mr. McBrido ouglit 
to have resigned, he should have 
seized the opportunity afforded by the 
Vancouver election to secure an ex- 
pression of public opinion; but ho did 
not do so. ,He permitted the election 
to go by default, and if after that Mr. 
JlcBride had gone to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor and tendered his resign.atlon, 
he would have been a public laughing- 
stock. Moreover It would have been 
useless for him to resign in any event, 
for he well knew that it he chose to 
call tho legislature together in special 
session or If he waited until the House 
again met. In- the regular course of 
events, he cOuldi , sOcure an expression 
of iiplnloii as to the views of British 
Columbia. In short the people had al- 
ready pronounced in favor ot the im- 
migration policy of tlio government, 
and the legislature had voiced that 
opinion.' tinder, these circumstances, 
ills reslgnatloh, vvjSiild liave been point- 
less. 

AA'o think that wiiat has been said 
above clearly shows that Mr, McBride 
has taken the constitutional course, 
and tiiat he "has 'followed a line of 
action wiiicli can be Justilicd on tlio 
score of exiicdieney. When tlie con- 
stitution and expediency coincide there 
Is not much else to be said. We have 
purposely avoided in this article any 
reference to the construction which 
tho Lieutenant-Governor lia.s put upon 
his Instructions, or as to the line of 
action, which he ougiit to take, if the 
federal authorities do not assume tlie 
Sull responsibility of his act in the 
premises. At tho very outset oC the 
discussion we contended that tiio floor 
of the House of Commons is tlic place 
where tlie action of a lieutenatit-gov- 
(irnor may properly be inquired into.

As 
the sole sui-viving prelates of Gregory- s 
creation a special tntiinacy existed bt - 
tween Pope Leo and Archbishtip Mui - 
ph.v. A good story is told in this con- 
nection. AVhen he was in his sevent> - 
rifth year Archbishop Murphy visitt d 
the Vatican. At the close of the audi- 
ence Pope^ Leo exclaimed "Well, m y 
dear brother, I suppose we will not 
meet again in this world." But seve ti 
years later Dr. Murphy reappeared at 
the Vatican, and smilingly reminds cl 
Pope Leo .of his Bessimistlc prophecy, 
and, tor'ilie great .amusement of tht 
Pontiff,' chaftingry/ bbserved, "So, yon 
see, you are hot infallible after all." 

There has been replaced In Chri: t 
Church, Newark, a memento of the 
connection of Mr. Gladstone with this 
ancient horougli. It. is a brass plale 
originally fixed to the old orjjan in the 
galier.v, given by Mr. Gladstone, which 
•vas removed wdiou the church wiis re- 
stored i\\ ISSO, and a new organ was 
installed. The plate has now been re- 
placed and is affixed to the now or- 
gan. It bears the following inscrip- 
tion: "Presented to, .Christ -Church, 
Newark, by W. E. Gladstone, M. P., 
iVovember, 1S39."

.startling discovery that the Liberal 
Press Is showing undeniable signs of 
hesitation in its adherence to the shib- 
boleths of Cobilenlsm. Tlils is perbaps 
too. mild a term to use, tor Mr. Garvlii 
discerns almost a positive- change of 
attitude, "'ill'o gives chapter '.and verse 
tor. his statements with ruthless pre- 
cision.- To- climb doWn with grace from 
an untenable position ls' always a' deli- 
cate task. It Is interesting "to 'trace 
with Mr. Garvin the graduaf alteration 
in standpoint which - the';" irresistible 
logic of tacts .has produced. According 
to the extent to wnlch each stood com- 
mitted tho volte face has been more or 
less violent, but in every ease it Pas 
aappened. We have, first, tho brave 
defiance, then the doubtful appoaranco 
in tho field, and now at last the re- 
treat in some cases more dignified than 
In others. Tlio retreat, has not yet 
become a rout. That possibly has yet' 
to come. Meanwhile wo are grate- 
ful to Mr. Garvin for drawing our at- 
tention to the wavering lino of our 
opponents. The instances of the 
aunipiiig of foreign goods upon our 
markets, tho consequent destruction of 
home industries, and our increasing 
dependence upon foreign supplies for 
the necessaries of e.\istence on wdilch 
he detects the hesitation and tergiver- 
sation of our adver.saries arc the very 
points at which we have u.'sclessly la- 
boured to concentrate the struggle.

The text of the Natal Act. whicli 
the provincial government will re- 
enact at tfils session of the legisla-. 
turo, and whlcli was given it.s first 
reading today, has been given to the 
liouse. 

It is virtually the same as that in- 
trofiuced last year with the exception 
that tlio typographical error respon- 
sible for the invalidating of the act 
which appeared in the llnal draft has 
boon set right.-v ■ . 

Tlie act provides for an educational 
test to be imposed upon all immi- 
grants entering British Columbia with 
the ordinary reservation with a pro- 
vision for the enforcement of ,the act 
and penalties tor its infraction. The 
disabilities to attend unauthorised Im- 
migrants are set forth and penalties 
provided for to be imposed' on any 
corporation assisting an Immigrant to 
contravene the act, ' ■ ■ 

The clause Imposing the educational 
test Is as follows: 

"The immigration' Into .British Co- 
lumbia of- any person whoi when ask- 
ed to do .so by the officer appointed 
under this act, shall fall himself to 
write out and sign, in the lOnglish 
language, or any language of Europe, 
an application to the provincal sec- 
retary of the province of British Co- 
lumbia, to the eflteot of the form set 
out In schedule B to this act annexed, 
as well as read In English, gr any 
language of Europe, any test submit- 
ted to him by the oflicer appointed 
under this act, shall be vmlawful." 

Tlie following clause provides for 
the enforcement of the act: 

"It shall be the duty of every officev 
apijointed under this .act, .and of 
every person authorised by him, after 
being notified that any immigrant has 
made his -ivay into British Columbia 
in contravention of the provisions of 
the last preceding section of tills act, 
to nial-ce complaint thereof to a magis- 
trate, and it shall be competent for 
the magistrate to investigate and de- 
cide In a summary manner upon any 
such complaint made by any officer 
appointed under tiiis act, or any per- 
son authorized by him, against any im- 
migrant for contravention of the last 
preceding section of this act, and to 
impose a fine of five hundred dollars; 
and if any such fine and co.sts bo not 
forthwith paid, the same sliali, by and 
under the warrant of the convicting 
magistrate, be enforced, levied and 
collected with costs, by distress and 
sale of the goods and chattels of the 
offender, and shalKby ;Such magistrate 
be paid over fo.- the consolidated 
revenue fund of British Columbia; and 
in default oJ .such . -distress, such 
magistrate shall, :by his warrant, 
cause the offender to^ be . Imprisoned 
for''^any ' tlm'cr' 'n6t'-''''*^'ei&5eUlrigr' ' 'twelve 
nyjntlis,- if nlftssi.vtbe . fiijftj.^tnd. j,c.osts and 
the reasonable expenses of ehdea'vor- 
ing to collect the same be sooner paid; 
provided that such Imprisonment shall 
dBase upon^tl^p offendfer^; lindfng two 
approved\su^e'tle8i.>ach in anfount of 
two hundredy'ana -nfty^^, dollars,-: that he 
will leave the province within one 
month." 

The other chief clauses are as ^ol-.

The epiphany appeal on behalf of the 
foreign niis.sions sustained by the 
Church of England in Canada waB 
readj.in the churches of tins diocese 
on January 5 and tlie church collec- 
tions of last'! Sunday ..'.were devoted to,, 
tills purp6Jei v The response In, Chrlsit' 
Church Cathedi;a.l,' although the rather 
boisterous :state 6f the wuatlier evi- 
dently affected j.tKo attendance some- 
what was quite satLslactory, The ap- 
peal on behalf of home missions ia 
marie at Ascensiontide. The bishops 
of tiio Canadian church have this year 
asked for .$13,000 for both purposes, 
and It is very probable that this figure 
will he reached. The church service 
collections form only one factor in the 
situation; every member and adher- 
ent of tlie churcli Is canvassed during 
the year, and the greater portion of 
the offerings come ^from, this Impor- 
tant departtneijt .'Of>4hS' WbTk>;'f 

In Toronto alonS, 'under thie potent 
stimulus of the laymen's missionary 
movement, the very comiiderable ' sum 
of half a million for this year be asked 
from ail the city churches. 

The Presbyterians have already 
practically pledged themselves to make 
good tlieir share of this total — .$125,- 
000, while the Baptists have agreed 
upon $.'j0,0O0 as their minimum, with 
$1'20,000 as a possible maximuij;, and 
the Metliodists are endeavoring ;it the 
vcr.v least to double their contributions 
of last year, which will mean sonic- 
thing considerably over $.S0.000. 
Bishop Perrin on Missions 
The situation in China was briefly 
con.sldered by ■ Bishop Perrin in his 
missionary sermon in Christchurch 
cathedral on Sunday morning. 

It appeared evident, . the Bishop 
said, from the information that was 
continually being received, that this 
ancient Empire was at last awaken- 
ing to the infiuenco of modern im- 
•pulses, and freeing itself from the 
iron bonds, which had been for years 
imposed upon it by its intense con- 
servation and reverence for the past. 
At last this va.st concourse of human- 
ity—these '100,000,000— .seemed to be 
preparing themselves to follow the 
example of .lapan, to take tlieir place 
among the world's great nations, and 
to fit tliemselvos for becoming our 
competitors In every field of human 
activity, and who could foretell what 
the result of this tremendous unrest 
of this momentous movement would 
be! Tile writings of their great 
so.ge,' Confucius, whicn for centuries 
past had been the standard for dis- 
tinguishing mental excellence and 
•eminence In that great country, and 
usea in thejr, system of examinations, 
liau now been': deposed from this high 
position, and the standards of the 
western world were being accepted 
Tbfc. leading, men^ among the Chinese, 
said that they were ^not at all con- 
vinoea that the western nations, owed 
their advanced positions ; among th« 
world's forces to Christianity, .but Lilt 
would b'e ' th.e duty, at^ded .His. Lora>% 
si^t), of .J tH? .,te£vch^rs, ■wshom. this 
a-s^'akenln^r nation would call <from the 
West' to,.thelr-asslstance In '^thelr pre-.' 
sent'- need to tell them that 'all this 
progress wb.s primarily " due to the 
elevating and ennobling mlluences of 
the Christian religion. 

During a recent conversation a 
workingman had said to him that the 
Ciiinese were akin to baboons, but his 
reply had been prompt. He had ask-, 
ed this con temp tubus critic of that 
rao» whether, he was aware that while 
our own ancestors were sunk in a. 
condition' of barbarism, which it 
vyould be 'difficult to parallel' among 
the • world's races of ' today, the Chi- 
nese Empire boasted of-- an existence; 
of 2,000 years, . and' had long "enjoyed* 
a high and enviable state of reHne-* 
mcnt and civilization. 
' At the present monieut there are 
some 750,000 Christians, includ-ing 
Roman Catholics, in all .China, which i 
would, mean, 'were the same. proportlonr 
observed, 100 among the 50,000 of'the' 
diocese of Vancouver Island and .10,000 
among the 5,000,000 population of, the 
Dominion. 

Tin; bishop iilso dwelt upon the 
really mar\-i.llous progress whic^, dur- 
ing the la.sc thirty years, has been 
made by Christianity among tlie once 
rude and barberous tribes of Uganda, 
in the central regions of Africa. Where 
only thirty years ago Christianity was 
tjraclically unknown, today 60,000 
Christian natives enjoy and diffuse 
the almost countless blessings pro- 
duced under the inspiring, elevating 
and revivifying Influences of the 
Christian religion. And what was an 
additional and rather remarkable fact, 
tlii;j great a.nd prosper.otia mission 
field is already become self-sustaining. 
In illustration of this most gratifying 
circumstaiu:e, be read a missionary's 
account of what had recently hap- 
pened when tbe church iit that station 
was destroyed by fire. This calamity 
occurred at 7 a. m., and at 9:30 o'clock 
on the same morning the chiefs held 
a consultation witii ihe iiilssionarv in 
respect to .what ought to be done 
Finally the head chief, after iioldlng 
a private confcrenoo with his brethren 
approached him and said that they 
were about tired of this sort of thing 
as this was. the .second time that the 
church h^d been bm nod to the ground 
and, they had con.M.iiucnlly determined 
to build, a nc'.v church at once and 
place on it a coiruga ted . Iron "roof; 
"But are ^'ou aware." asked the mls- 
slonavy, "that sucli a roof will cost 
£200?" "We tliouglit that it would 
cost nioro," reiilied llie chief, who Im- 
medintoly subscribed a subslntial sum 
and intimated to the other chiefs the 
amounts that tliey should respectively 
contribute. These ciiiefs were further 
instructed to get contributions from 
their tribesmen, each according to his 
ability, and tlie result has bc"en that 
those people now worship God in a 
substatitial stone church, with a cor- 
rugadiea'Iroi) rool, wholly due to their 
own zeal and soK-sacrifice. And the 
work thus ^accomplished was Indeed 
no small thing, when theiimlted means 
of these people are taken Into consid- 
eration. , ' , , 

The.-;o remarkable and interesting 
people have also bulll. a cathedral, ca- 
pable of accommodtiiliig comfortably 
■1,000 wor.shiiipers, and 3,000 attend the 
services dally. This cathedral was 
fnll.\- iiaid for wlien it was formally 
dedlcalocl and open(,;(l for public use.

Canon Beanlands* Speaks )> ■ - ■ 
In tl-.(! evening Canon- Beanlands 
based his missionary sermon, upon the 
iiassase In the Acts, which 'recounts 
how the .lewisli Christians at Jerusa- 
lem bee inie convinced through St. 
Peter's narrative of-:hIs :. trance and 
vision, that repentance unto life had 
also been accorded by God to the un- 
circumc-izod ^Gentiles. The universality 
Of Christ's measago to mankind—the 
Canon dbserved-^was clearly indicated 
by :Peter's- account of his vision, as: he 
understood it; .^or It Is not, merely 
such animals as are ceremoniously 
unclean, according': to:.' the Mosalcvlaw, 
that are ' mentioned, but all kinds of 
animals and of creeping things, as well 
as the fowls of the air. 

So mucli detraction of nihssionary 
work and of its results was now in- 
dulged in by a certain class of 'travel- 
lers and by others, who lind been 
broiigiit lip amid Christian surround- 
ings, that it was now almost neces- 
sary, said the Canon, to begin a mis- 



sionary address by apologizing and 
explaining. For some argued tliat the 
ancient civilizations of India .and of 
China had produced systems ' of phil- 
osophy, wliich were much better suited 
to tlie needs of those races than any- 
thing which could possibly be supplied 
by tlie Christian religion. Wliile oth- 
ers held that Mohamniedanism was 
much 'better adapted than Christianity 
to the peoples found in Africa; and 
others again laid stress upon the in- 
ability of what were called the child 
x'aces of tlie world to understand and 
appreciate to the full the doctrines 
and teaclilngs of our religion^ And 
the softened term of "non-moral" 'in- 
stead of "ImmorafV-was.j often applied 
to the lives and practices ': of ' these 
peoples. 

But on the other hand, they had the 
strong testimony of missionaries who 
lived amongst the races, where the 
fanatical Moliammedan propaganda 
had made such remarkable progress 
that the lives, wliich were lived by the 
converts, were immoral to an inde- 
scribable degree; and a Zulu king 
who had been brought under Christian 
influences had shamefacedly confessed 
that in tiieir heathen practices their 
people were simply "wallowing in the 
mire." And this chief, as well as oth- 
ers in like circumstances, had admitted 
that they did not see how their chil- 
dren could be saved from the pollution, 
which surrounded their lives . almost 
from infancy. In point of fact these 
children had really no childhood. Ha 
did not speak, of these things to shock 
his hearers, but to show that the poe- 
tic gl.ainour cast by certain persons 
over the lives lived by the so-called 
child races of the world had as a mat- 
ter of fact no e.'clstence, save in the 
realms lOf' the imagination, and that 
the greatest need existed for carrying 
among all the races which were sio 
deeply sunk in the dcptlis of supersti- 
tion and of the utmost degradation, 
tlie elevating, purifying and ennobling 
influences of - the' Gospel of Jesus 
Christ our Xord. ' 

And it might well be, the Canon 
concluded, that when we came to that 
great day—Ilia magnadles— we would 
find that countless millions of these 
so-called child races had through tl-!'* 
regenerating' power of the Holy Spirit 
attained a degree ot' .sanctity that wo 
ourselves had by no means reached, 
although We had been halting and 
stumblhig after It throughout our 
lives.

HERE AND THERE 



That there are women among all 
classes in England who claim- the right 
to vote is e,vI4ont froih- the'latest move 
of the suffragists. -Those^'whb hold 
property declare- that they will pay no 
taxes till they are' given the francliise. 
Tliey take the ground that there sliould 
be , no taxation without repre.senta- 
tlon. This will bring the matter into 
the courts. Tlie Kn.irlish women have 
the courage of their convictions. If 
llioy do not gain the francliise it will 
not be for want of trying. 

Tliei-e are many women in I'hiRland 
as well a;5 clsowbere who do not thitdt 
that only those who have pi-oi)ei-t>- 
sliould vote. But something will have 
been gained when the inaglstrate is 
compelh'd to declare that although the 
holding of property entitles a man to 
a vote the same thing does not hold 
good In the case of a woman. 

There are a great many people, both 
men and women, who agree that 
women ought to have a vote; w-ho 
think that it would be wiser to wait 
till legislators were convinced of the 
.iustico of tlieir claims than to try to 
force the issue. If reason and .-irgu- 
ment will not prevail it Ss not likely 
that such pxhibillons as have taken 
place recently will have any avail. 
The women who are doing good woi-k 
on tho scliool boards and in charitable 
institutions of v;\rions kinds are do- 
ing more to sliow that they ought to 
have a share in electing tlieir. lawmak- 
ers th.an any number of those who in- 
terrupt meetings or 'even refuse to pay 
taxes. 

We are accustomed to think of 

Mormons as miieh-married men. That 
rnnilition of affairs is fast passing 
away. In ISDC, twelve years ago, 
T'trih was admitted into tlie Union on 
condition that no man was henceforth 
to marry more than one wife. Six 
years before the church had Issued an 
ortlinanei' forbidding polygamy. A re- 
cent article in tho North American Re- 
view, by Senator .Smoot ot Utali, states 
that there are at present not more 
than four hundred families in the Mor- 
mon state -where there is more than 
one wife. The heads of . these families 
are old people, as for' ;>sixteen. years 
there have been no polygamous mar- 
riages. It will be seen lhat tho con- 
dition of affciirs which was long looked 
upon as .1 lilot on the civilization of 
the United ^jtates has alnio.st come to 
an end. 

The Xew York Tribune has an arti- 
cle on the "Slavery of the Aged," in 
w-Iiich there is too much sad truth. 
The writer looks upon the position of 
tho old people from their own stand- 
point and shows that old men or 
women who :ire forced to live with 
dauglitor.s or daughters-in-law are 
greatly to be pitied. They are, as a 
rule, denied that, independence so dear 
to the hearts of all, whether young or 
old. 

Their. sons or daughters love them, 
and, on the. whole, wish to be kind to 
them, but the old folks are allowed to 

feel themselves in the way. It is 'Hard 
for those who are in the prime Of life 
to understand why the old are unwill- 
ing to abandon those occupations 
which they have no longer strength 
to perform. Thc,\- forget that to he 
useful is the only condilion upon which 
lil■^ is valuable t'l those who have 
spent busy li\cs. 

Tlie f;ilse kindness which trios to 
spare them burdens, which are felt to 
be too heavy for them, but which they 
feel theinseh-ijs (iiiite comi^etcnt to 
bear, is often but a form of selfishness. 

There is a wider ai)i>llcation than 
most tjf us are willing to acknowledge 
in the teaching of King Lear. The 
poor old discrowned king stands for 
a host who since ShakespearS'd time, 
as before, have found, life robbed of 
all its swetoness by thoae who owed 
them most. 

' There Is nothing on earth more sad 
than the misumlerstandings lhat arise 
bctw-een the ycnin.o: and tin; old. Then; 
.-u-e alvvay.s faults on both sides, InU 
it is til.' >oung wlio should see tliat 
those who have borne the burden and 
ileal of tho day should enjoy at even- 
tide such i-psi as they need with rever- 
ence and love. ^ 

There are few women in Victoria, 
who would not walk a considerable 
distance out of their way rather than 
meet the chain gang. Tlicre is some- 
thing shocking in the spectacle of men 
marching through the streets fettered 
and guarded. 

It is perhaps true that the majority 
of iiioHo sentenced to short .teij^is of 
imprisonment are degraded criminals. 
It may be, too, that the authorities at 
the provincial gaol exercise discrimina- 
tion as to whom they place in tho 
chain gang. JSven iC many of tho 
prisoners , return .to- their evil courses 
again and again, it Is more than prob-

Hei^'ln, tKe j^JjogSlpf ..LOndp la a 
street, lii whicK^^CBUet jieelect .Js- 'ramr' 
pant;. .%Yrites p .{3iB&ge',jC- Sims' in the 
London; Trlb'urie. K Is a street.,alniost 
entirely of commol? lodg^lng houses 
and housei let ' ofit irt rooms at iOd a 
night. Ond'ro9ifi,''6pe fanilly, is the 
rule, no mitter how great the n'umtier. 

There are niore professional beggars 
living here than in any .strept in Lon- 
don, and tho children, in spite of the 
vigilance of officials, are constantly 
exposed in the streets for the purpose 
i)f exciting the charity of the passer.s- 
by. 

'Begging, drink and cruelty aro the 
characteristics of thi.s a-\vful street. 

Tho ill-treatment of children u.sed 
for street-be.ggin.g jnirposes is active 
nitlier th.-in passive. Actual bodily 
liarm is often wilfully Inllicted. A wo- 
man in the street found that a nei.^h- 
bour w-ith a lilind child was doing well 
b.,' ■ "gglng with it. Tho woman de- 
llberatol.v put p'olson in ttie eyes of her 
own daughter, a iiretty little girl of 
si.v, in order to bliiiil her ;ind iiiako her 
more v.-Uuuldc for lic^King purjjo-^es. 

Tho prolil.-: of the begging trade are 
enormous. The women In this street 
are heavy drinkers. If lliey were not 
they would be able to have comfurt- 
iLblo homes. U'hcn a woman who 
works on the "widow and child" plan 
Is sober and tlirlft.v she can make a 
far better Income by bogging ■ in the 
street.^ than by hard work. 

I know a woman who begs dressed 
as a widow, and always has a iirctly, 
falr-halrcd, ' dreamy-eyed little girl 
climging to her sldrt. She lives In 
two charming roerihs ijuite artlsticallv 
furnished, with good books well bound 
in her bookcase,'' Brood pictures on the 
walls and Bomo fine old china in the 
c:iblnet and on the mantelshelf. She 
has a fancy for collecting tea services 
In old china, and when I last heard of 
her she bad live lovely sets. But she 
sings doleful la>-s In the street, and the 
child implores the charity of the lias- 
sersby. 

This woman has a daughter of nine- 
teen at home who sits about all day in 
a silk blouse, smoking cigarettes and 
reading impressloniat novels. 

Quite a number of the wtmicn in the 
.street I liave dcscribeil dro-is its wid- 
ows, iuid with their children go on the 
'-cniiuiitiu.g la>-." which is the "cant" 
term for singing hymns and woeful 
ballads in tlie public thorou.i^-lifaro. 

As I pass along, the street of slianii> 
t notice three or. four u'luncn lolling at 
I lie doors with -'songsters," whlcii they 
are studying. 

(Jno womtin seems to bi.' ab.~orbed in 
the iiagcs of "The Toung Soldier," a 
Salvation Army publication. She is 
learning one of the iij inii.-i in order to 
sing It ill the street w-ltli her two chil- 
dren. 

The cruelly to little children hei-o Is 
syHteniatic and commercial.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

It too much salt has been added to 
soup, slice a raw potato and boil it in 
the SOU]) for a few minutes. The po- 
tato will absorb much of the salt. 

If a gloss, is desired on. linen, .add a 
loasiioojiful of salt to the'. starch when 
making. 

Never put salt into soup when cook- 
ing until It Is skimmed, as salt pre- 
vents tho scum from rising. 

A good solution for cleaning silver 
is composed of. one-third pint of am,- 
monia, two-thirds of a pint of alco- 
hol and a tablcspoonful of whiting 
sluiken well togethiu-. Dampen a small 
sponge with tho liquid and go over 
tho sliver quickiy, wiping it off with 
a chamois skin before It.dries. Silver 
will polish, much easier 'if. chamois 
skin is used instead'- of - flannel. 

To Fill Cracks in Plaster-^Use vine-' 
gar instead of water to mix'<your pias- 
ter of Paris. The resultant mass'' will 
be like putty,' and' will hot "set" for 
twenty or thirty minutes, wheras,- if 
you use water the plaster will become 
hard almost immediately — before you 
have time to use it. PuAh it Into tho 
cracks and smooth It off nicely with 
a table l<nife, 

-When ironing a colored waist, either 
uf sill;-oi- cotton fabric, 0110 should not 
use too liot an Iron and yet it must be 
liot enough to iron smoothly, witliont 
blistering or sticking to the starch. 
An overheated iron injures bright col- 
ors as much as do hot wtttor and poor 
soap, in ii-onin.g a silk w-aist place a 
'piece of cheesecloth ove-r the garment 
and iron as any ordinary article. By 
doing this tho natural appearance of 
the silk is preserved and this would 
be impossible if the iron were brought 
in direct contact with it.

MOIR LOOKS LIKE DUO 
IN PICTURES Of FIGHT 

English Champion Pugilist No 
, Matg^h for the Qieyer.- 
. ; ;|-^^an§dian.^ ^ i 

The moving pictures of the Burns- 

Moir fight which are being reproduced 
in ICastern Canadian cities makes one 
wonder liow Gunner Moir ever carno 
to be champion of England. If Molr Is 
the best the old land can produce, judg< 
ing by the pictures of the ten rounds 
of the fight, there must be a lot of dubs 
in the tight little isle. The pictures of 
the fight are good, tho boat ever pro- 
duced of a fight in this city. The move- 
ments of the two .boxers are so clearly 
shown that one can form a definite 
.opinion as .to the fight, which is not 
always the case with' pictures. 

Molr towers over Burns like a mastiff 
over a fox terrier. lie appears to be 
at least three or four inches taller, is 
more heavily muscled, and loolcs to land 
a terrific wallop at any time. Tommy 
Burns makes him look like a novice at 
the boxing game, dancing around and 
landing on him at will, but Tommy gets 
a few I'aps that stirs lilm up some at 
that. Tho onlooker wishes that tho 
slow, ponderous, awlcwurd Moir would 
wake up, and plunge Into the fight. Molr 
acts as if he was afraid of the little 
Canadian. Ho backs away all the time. 
He has no footwork', no science, his 
blows sc-oni to lio half-hearted, though 
he Is g.ainc. He clinches repeatedly, 
and tries to uppcreut Burns and jab him 
in tho breaks. IJiiitis fights with his 
head down, and is kept busy guarding 
him.scU' when parting in the clinches. 

Ill the fourth round Molr seems to 
be punching Burns at will. He lands 
what looks to be ^ome hard raps, and 
has liuniH backing away. Like a flash, 
13urn,s takes the offensive. He plants 
(me. two, three, four heavy pile-driving 
Idow.M on iMolr's f.ice. Burns e.xphalns 
that he was only fooling, for the sake 
of making It appear somewhat of a. 
fight, in tho early part of this round. 
This appears to be the case all the way 
through. Toward tho <uid of the fight 
the amused grin fades away from 
Burn.s' face. He does not take so m,any 
love taps from Moir, but presses blm 
harder. In the ninth round Burns be- 
gins to move faster. In the previous 
round or two Molr'a face was a sight to 
behold. One eye wns closed up. and the 
other sido of Ihe face wiis ap|i;nently 
streaniln.g with hinnrl. Some of it showed 
on Moir's shoulders, and some on tho 
floor of the ring, 

The last round Is shown true to life. 
Moir is UnockGd ■ down. Ho staggers, 
gets up, and conies back to Bui-ns. Tin 
I'linelu s, but on the lire;i kuwny is sent 
down aHaiu. :Molr gels U]i by clinging 
to tho ropes, but falls down again for 
the count. Burns stays in the ring 
quite unconcernedly. 

Tho pictures lead one to the conclu- 
sion that Burns picked up something 
softer than he knew when he took on 
Jloir, but the greatest wonder is, how 
camo Moir to bo champion of England? 
It was very little credit to Tommy 
Burns to win that fight, even though 
Molr was bigger in every way.

section 95, he believed, of the British 
North American act this legislature 
had the right to enact such restrictive 
legislation, and added that he could 
not leave this subject without refer- 
ring to the history of autl- Japanese 
legislation since the Liberal party 
came Into power at Ottawa. He well 
remembered how they were told dur- 
ing the electoral campaign of 1896 by 
the Liberal speakers that in regard to 
this Japanese que.stion tho views of 
the west must prevail. (Hoar, hear.) 

After eighteen years of Con- 
servative rule they were urged to give 
Sir Wilfrid Laurler a chance. "Put us 
in," these gentlemen had shouted, and 
no time will be lost in giving you the 
protection you want. (Hear, hear.) Ills 
hon. friend would no doubt recollect 
some of these Impassioned speeches, 
and it would be remarkably liitcrcst- 
I Ing now were It possible to hear them 
repeated from tho records in a gramo- 
phone. (Cheers and laughter.) 

Since 1S96 Sir Wilfrid Laurler had 
repeatedly received official statements 
on this subject, and in addition had 
the commission's report as his guide, 
and oonsequently had all the evidence 
on this Sfuestion that the people of 
British Columbia could give him. 
(I-Iear, hear.) He left this problem 
for his hon. friends opposition to solvo. 
They were the re.sp.onsiblo parties, 
and they could In no way shirk this 
duty despite the fact that his hon. 
friend was doing his best to make him 
(Hon. Jlr. McBridG) bear the onus. 
Mission to Old Country. 

Hon. I\lr. McBride, contlmiiug, de- 
scribed his trip to and experiences in 
England. This mission had been treat- 
ed simply as a joke by his honorablo 
friends opposite, but he was glad to 
say that It had heen productive of 
moat excellent results. (Cnieers.) 
Again, his honorablo friends hud talceii 
pleasure In describing him as having 
merely played the part of a mischief- 
maker at the Ottawa conference of 
Premiers In regard to better terms 
and he wished to state as publicly as 
the occasion would allow, .that.no man, 
who had any real cognizdncq of the 
deliberations tbat hp.d.then taken place 
at Ottawa, could olthiiEir deciantly or 
truthfully prefer against him such an' 
accusation, and Hon. Mr, Fielding, 
who was tho authority for this state- 
ment, stated .something when he made 
it whic\j was absolutely untrue- 
(Cheers.) He could appeal to the 
chairman of that convention, Hon. Blr. 
Gouin, tho Prime Minister of Quebec, 
on this subject. As a matter of fact 
he had done his level best as a patri- 
otic Canadian to make the convention 
a perfect succe.-;s. (Cheers.) And ho 
had certainly not followed the exam- 
ple of Hon. Mr. Fielding, who, during 
similar deliberations in 1887, had 
threatened that his province — Nova 
Scotia — would leave the confederation 
unless their demands were complied 
with. (Hear, hear.) Mr. Fielding had 
then obtained some concessions — ami 
why? It was because he had had a 
Conservative government to deal with, 
and Conservative governments were 
aUvavs fair in these matters. (Cheers.) 
He (Hon. Mr- McBride) had done .his 
very best at the Ottawa convention, 
and he was confident that-Horit-liSeffSrs. 
Whitney and Rohlin, tho Premiers of 
Ontario and Manitoba, regretted that 
they had opposed in any way the po- 
sition he had taken In the Interests of 
this great province. (C.heers.) They 
had obtained a inllllon additional, in 
ten annusa InsUllments of $100,000 
each, and what was more, the door 
was not 'closed to the reconsideration 
of the strong claims for still better 
treatment which could and would yet 
be advanced on the part ot this prov- 
ince. (Cheers.) The settlement made 
and^ ratified by the Imperial House 
was neither final nor unalterable, and 
this was a great point gained. 
(Cheeirs.) The leader of tho oppo.-J- 
tion had said that his report on tho 
London mission could be summarized 
in the words that he had failed, and 
had it been really his unfortunate 
duty to present to this House such a 
report, no one would have been better 
pleased than the leader of the opposi- 
tion- This lu-ovince only demanded in 
tho consideration of this matter i:air 
judgment and fair play (ciieers) ; and 
ho confidently maintained that tho 
case of the province had been most 
materl.ally strengthened by what had 
taken place during his stay in England. 
(Cheers ) Tho province had a gOJd 
cause, which was bound lo triumph in 
the end, and that, too, at no distant 
date, (Cheers.) 

Timber Question 

The premier then preceded to dis- 
cuss the timber question. It had taken 
his honorablo friend, he oliserved, 
nearly five years to wake up to the 
real value of the immense wealth in 
the wav of timber which was un- 
questionably possessed by this pro- 
vince. (Hear, hear.) His honorable 
friend had slated that tho timber re- 
serves ordered somo four weeks ago, 
should have been set apart years ago. 
The facts were, that while the pro- 
vince had something like 183 million 
acres of timber land, only about 6 
million acres had been taken up under 
timber lease.? and licenses. But they 
must not come to the conclusion that 
tho wealth contained in these 6 mil- 
lion acres had passed altogether be- 
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yond their control. And should it at 
any time appear that the province was 
not getting its' rightful dues from these 
lands, the regulations were so drawn 
tiiat It was within the power of parlia- 
ment to Increase the royalties; conse- 
qiiently the Interests of the province 
were fully protected, and no ground 
whatever existed for the alarm which 
had been expressed by his honorablo 
friend. (Cheorsv) . ■ ■ 

They It) ust proceed slowly and cau- 
tiously. These timber men were not 
tho speculators that his honorablo 
friend had alleged them to be. These 
gentlemen had as a matter of fact in- 
vested p. great deal of money in thl.5 
province, and they naturally expected 
In return to receive fair and decent 
treatment, and so long as a Conserva- 
tive government was in office, they 
would a.ssuredly get decent treatment, 
(ajiplau.se.), but whenever, on the 
other hand, it might appear that tho 
interests of the province were at all 
jeopardized, the house and country 
might remain assured that the govern- 
ment of the day would not be at all 
slow to act. (Cheers.) 

Thi.s reserve had been placed on 
record, and it would remain in exist- 
ence as long as the public interest de- 
manded Its retention. (Cheers.) Ho waa 
heartily sick and t,ired of the talk in- 
dulged in by his honorable friends op- 
posite concerning speculators. Possi- 
bly it waa owing to close association 
with certain political friends and as- 
sociates that had educated them into 
such glib use of this term (laughter). 
Enterprise should always be encour- 
aged, and ho for his part did not parti- 
cularly care where the money? 'Whioh 
was used to develop the magnlfleent 
resources of this province' came from 
(Applaus.) And the government 
would, moreover .do their 'level best to 
protect Interests at every possible 
point. ' . 

In regard to the general condition 
of the province he was very glad to 
bo able to make the statement that 
the very strongest llnanolal conditions 
which had so seriously aflected the 
United States did not seem to have 
affected this province in any material 
way. (Cheers.) 

Mining Industry 

Tho mining Industry was at pre- 
sent in a very satisfactory condition 
Indeed, and tlie output when the price 
of metals was taken Into consider- 
ation was excellent. The indications 
for the future, moreover, were full of 
promise. (Applaur'O.) And he fur- 
ther was of opinion that the develop- 
ment of tho great northern part of 
British Columbia would yet disolo.so 
mines of nmch greater value than 
wore .already known to the people of 
this province, and to the world. 
(Cheers.) The reports which wore 
coming into his department very 
clearly showed that when tho proper 
transportation facilities were provid- 
ed, the northern intoricr would bo 
one of the .greatest mineral producers 
in the world. (Cheers.) And so far 
as it was in the power of the gov- 
ernment to afford these transportation 
facilities, he hoped that the house 
would not be at all lax in providing 
them, for It 'was undoubtedly the first 
duty of any government, as far as the 
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law would permit, . of, it. toj provide, 
these most Important.; andfeinost ne- 
cessary means -i^ of Sf . communication.: 
(Cheers.) ' . t , ,»,, , ? 

Labor Situation , ' . « 
Now a word on the labor situation.. 
Above and beyond all things, the gov-> 
ornment always wished to do what 
was absolutely fair and Just by the 
laboring man. (Cheers.) Such had' 
always been their policy, .and had this' 
not been the case they would not to-' 
day occupy the seats on the right- 
side of the legislature.' . (Cheers.) A1-' 
though the governmeiit' '^.had ; done', 
much .in this 'direction.^ thlsre; ^was al - ; 
ways mbre' ifo ' del (Applause.) And. 
ho would''>leia;ve;'4hfs';--»io4ta,-j;ltal . and* 
important subject; ■wMi»i'- th?s" observa- 
t ion, ' that S6 tfir ■%S^lJlsK."RHOwledge' 
extended, Vhlle'stljere V'yv^rO' A matters^ .

Time For University. 
"Again, It was. .high*' timet) ,tlxat tbe^ 
province possessed alrHhtyerslty, planned 
upon a suitable scale; and when tho 
sm-veys contemplated during tho pres-. 
ent year were completed, he believed, , 
that "the government would ho able to 
set aside splendid assets in the way of 
a. suitable endownment for the proposed, 
university. (Cheers.) Honorable gentle- 
man opposite appeared to think t^at ' 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000 in value woubl 
bo sufficient for this purpose; but ho 
would tell those honorable gentlemen 
that in order to have a university which 
would be a real credit to the country, 
and at' the samfr time be properly, 
equipped for the great work that it. 
must do, such an endowment as a mero 
$1,000,000 or $r>,000.000 would con.stituto. 
a verv small factor. They had beforo 
them the statistics relating to tho groat 
uidvorsltles of McGill and Toronto, and 
British Columbia must never think of; 
taking 'a second place in this particular- 
to either of the province of Ontario and: 
Of Quebec. (Cheers.) Tho task of de-, 
signing and of equipping a great pro- 
vincial seat of learning was by no. 
means a light one, but it would in due' 
time be brought to a perfectly satlsfac-. 
tory completion, and would certainly in-', 
volve millions and millions of money, 
(cheers). The pro^ince, he trusted,/ 
woiild at .an early day possess stick a. 
inilversity, wlilch must be open alike to 
tho rich and to the poor, (cheers). 
Irrigation Question. 
In conclusion, tho premier touched 
somewhat briefly, owing to the lateness 
of the hour, upon the Burning ques- 
tion of irrigation, wdiich owed its 
present most satisfactory position,' not 
to the efforts of Ids honorable frl6hdl, 
the leader of tlie opposition, hut to the 
strtumous exertions of his honorable and 
able friend from Okanagan, (Prico Kl- 
llson.') (Cheers.) Tho . government ex- 
pected to bring down during the pres- 
ent session, a bill which, would vpry 
generously meet the pre8i3lng- ])e<idB ,ln' 
this respect, of tho great Interior. As 
.vet they were only in tho initial stages 
in regard to this most Important ques- 
tion, but ho was satisfied that such 
legislation would commend Itself to the 
.ludgmont of the. house and country;

The steamer Miowci-a, wliich readi- 
ed port on Sunclay from Australia, 
■brought further details' than have been 
cabled regardUig the linding of the 
castaways Worn the wrecked bark' 
Dundonald, who for eight months 
struggled for an oxiatonce on well- 
named Disappointment island, liOO 
, ;mlles south of New Zealand. The 
i.ijSundonald, as told, with a crow of 28, 
"was smashed on the rocks of the islr 
and March 7 last and 15 survivors 
were found at Auckland island, which 
they reached in a rudely fashioned 
boat eight months afterward by the 
New Zealand government steamer Hi- 
nemoa. A complete record of those 
eight months, an adequate account of 
the hardships and disappointments 
and despair of these mariners, will 
probably never Be written; but the 
little that has been related ^by those 
rough sailors shows that they under- 
went extraordinary experiences, not 
the least exasperating .feature of 
which was the fact — tolerably certain 
to them — that fond, comfort and some 
degree of safety lay within flye miles 
of them. But those iive miles'; "were 
miles of angry sea. They had no boat, 
and until necessity became the 
' mother of invention, and a rude craft 
was fashioned, those live miles repre- 
senting the differencfs between, semi- 
starvation and comparative i- plenty, 
might as well have been a thousand 
leagues. ■■ '.' 

Tells the Story. , , v ; 
Charles 33yre, A- B., made the fol- 
lowing graphic, statement ,to Crosby 
Smith, of the'SNWiZealaha, '^ 
Ijarty On bbard;i;the/fsteamer Hinewoa 
when the rescue; .^wa8:,i rhade : "The 
TJundinald iesft vSydn wheat-laden 
for Faliiiorith, aniP when off Auckland 
islands 'she encountered a gale. On 
March.'7-4ana-;waS'' seen ahead. we 
tried to wear the ship short round, but 
she wbuld riot stay, and went stern 
first into a crevice in the cliffs. Orders 
were given to clear the lifeboats, but 
it was found to be useless, as there 
were rocksrall round us. The captain 
ordered "us to put on our lifebelts. The 
steward gave up all hope of saving 
? iilmsel, and said, 'Goodbye, boys, I m 
'■ too old to get ashore," and went into 
• his 'cabin and shut the door. Soon af- 
terwards the compressed air in tlio 
hold blew up the dccK. The male told 
us to get under the foreca-stle head, as 
the ship might be dismasted. We were 
there two or three minutes when she 
started shipping seas just at the break 
of the forecastle. When wo saw the 
s^as coming we went on the forecastle 
head, but were not there more than a 
couple of minutes when water began 
to come right over. One tremendous 
Kca washed clean over us, and al- 
though we all managed to .hang on 
the next one washed US all away. 1 
don't know what becarhe of the others, 
but I was whirled round and rojina. I 
caught hold of the foot of the fore 
castle, but was Instantly torn away by 
the sea. I then caught hold of one of 
the shrouds arid climbed up. As I dul 
so I heard someone following me, and 
looking back saw it was an Irishman 
named John Judge. We went on to 
the fore top-gallant yard, as it was 

■ canted towards the shore. We thouglit 
"'-it i'was touching the cliff, but found it 
' 'to ■be 'about 16 feet away. We were 

eolng to try to swim ashore on the end 
of a rope, but found the rope we had 
was too short. Unfortunately, we had 
dropped the only knife we had and 
could, not cut another rope to lengthen 
it We spent the night up then: on the 
' 'yardarm. About an hour before day- 
light wo began to climlj down to the 
foretop, and found about 12 men there, 
including the first and second mates. 
The mate told us to prepare foi the 
worst, as the mast could not .taml 

■ much longer. He ihought Ave had be - 
tor cut a few lines, as we might be 
■ible to help one another ashore, i nad 
lost my knife, so the mate ff^yc mo 
hid, and I went up again and cut a\va> 
some of the running gear. 

A Landing Effected. 
"Suddenly I heard a voice from the 
shore opposite, and found it to be from 
one of our men, Michael i^ul, a Rus- 
sian Finn. I cut through one of llio 
topsail bunt lines, throw it to him, and 
we mad.0 fast at both ends. Hy this 
moans we managed to get ashore. The 
cliff was about ;iOO feet high, but at 
the point just above the mast was a 
slope, which allowed us, once we got 
a foothold, to climb up with compara- 
tive ease. Sixteen of us got ashore, 
leaving 12 unaccounted for- They were 
waslied away when the big seas struck 
the ship. I now learned that the lirst 
man ashore, Walter Ivow, called out to 
us to pass a rope to him, but before 
this could bo done lie slipped over the 
cliff and was never seen again. We 
were all very mucli exhausted when 
we got ashore, being very hungry and 
cold. When in the forotopjj.the.. ; mate 
told us there was a depot? OftV,tiie;jlal'", 
and and when we got ashore' wo went 
in search of it. The weather was so 
thick that we could not tell where we 
were going, so we turned back- Later 
on we discovered that there. , was , , no 
depot on that island. This was a great 
disappointment to the mate, who. With 
' the second mate, had been seriously 
ill from exposure. We never expected 
the second mate to recover, but he 
gradually got better. The mate, Iiow- 
evcr after finding we were not on the 
' main Auckland IsUviid, was dishearten- 
' 'cd. lie sank rapidly, and died on the 
twelfth day after the wreck. Ho wa.y 
over 80 years of age. 

Fire Alight Seven Months. 
"By thiK time wo liad dlscover'ul that 
wo wore on Dlaapiiolntmont ^lund. 



After getting . ashore wo subsisted on 
raw moUyhawks. The few inatclies 
amongst us were wet, and it was three 
days before wo could get them dry. 
When we once got a lire going we 
banked it up, and kept it alight for 
seven months. Until May we only 
covered ourselves up with canvas we 
had got from the ship belore she dis- 
appeared, but wc began to sec that wo 
v.'ere going to have some cold weather, 
for snow and hail oanie on. We then 
decided to dig holes in the ground. 
'J'his we did with our hands. Above 
the holes we built up sticks, and put 
sods on top, forming huts aboiit 6 feet 
long and four foot -wldcii, W^e managed 
to scrape through the winter all right 
by living on mollyhawks and seals. 
Wlieri WQ saw the. seals first bobbing 
up on the water we thought we had 
got the sea-serpent allright! AVo did 
not know hbw to kill them. At first 
we used to whack thoni on the back 
with a stick, but one of the fellows 
happened to hit one of them on the 
nose, and it rolled over, so after, that 
we had no ditliculty in despatching 
thorn. In tlie beginning wo used to 
cook everything by putting it on the 
llames. but . afterwards Vfa made a 
mud oven, and cooked food on a spit. 
' Building the Coracle. 
"Wo Icnew a depot was on the other 
island, about live miles distant, but 
we did not know how to get across 
there. It was decided to btiUd a can- 
vas boat but we had cut up our ■sails 
for clothes and blankets, as we had 
scarcely any clothes on wlien we got 
ashore from the ship. In July three 
men built a boat of canvas and sticks. 
To do this we had to put in pieces of 
our clothes and -blankets, and sew 
them together, and^ the task was all 
tiie harder as the sallmfikep.iajad car- 
penter '^yere both droSvpefl, iwhen' tiie 
sliip went ashore. 'VpBVjJld'i;t;^j? J sewing 
by means o£ a amall l^ffn^jfjiimione of 
the birds, with a hole "borQcl; In, it. We 
also used a little bit of wire we had. 
On July 31 a start was mado; in the 
boat for the main island. This was 
reached all right, but as tlie men 
could not find the depot, they came 
back on August 9. Tlicy had taken 
'Six matches with them, and used four. 
A second boat wad built in September, 
and one fine morning anotlier party 
started for the main island. But the 
boat was smashed by a sea before it 
could get away. We built a third boat 
in October, and started again with a 
IJarty of four— Kiiudseii, Walters, 
Gratton and myself. We went o^■e^ to 
the large island, but as we reached the 
'shore wo struck a rock, and the boat 
was smashed, sending u.~ all into the 
water. AVe scrambled ashore, but the 
mishap put out a lire which we had 
carried in tlie boat on a sod- AA'o car- 
ried that lire in order to save a matcli 
for we had only two. These two got 
wet, and even after drying them for 
three days we could not get a liglit 
from ttiim; On the fourth morning 
lifter landing we started in search of 
the depot, and after walking across the 
Island and about 15 miles through 
bush and scrub, we landed right on it. 
Hair Like Spring Poets. 
"There was a good boat at the de- 
pot, but no sails, so we cut up our 
clotlies to malie a sail in order that we 
could return to Disappointment Island 
for the rest of the crew- On the next 
day we tried to sail round for them, 
but the weather was too bad, antl we 
liad some diiiiculty in returning to tlie 
depot. On the following morning we 
made another start and got there about 
3 o'clock. AVe had found clotlies at the 
depot, and exchanged tlieui for what 
we had been wearing, and wo had also 
cut each other's hair and beards, whicli 
during the seven months, we were jn 
the island had grown so long that we 
looked like a bunch of spring poets. 
As we got near our old camp our 
mates did not ]snovi us In our new 
toggery, and they thought we were 
sealers. Next riiorrilng we put half 
!th« men, ashore where we first landed 
Avlth the canvas boat, and left them to 
niake their way over to the depot. 
Then we took tlie second mate and the 
others round to the dC))Ot. \\'e had 
been seven months on Disappointment 
island. AVe saw from a piece of paper 
In the depot that the Tutanekai had 
been there on February 1, and that 
some otlier government boat would 
call in about six mouths, so we were 
on the lookout for a boat ever.v day 
after we got to the depot. Yoii can 
Imagine our delight wlien (he llinomoa 
put in an appearanrc. W'lieii we got 
to til/ depot we found only sliiji's Ijis- 
cuits and tinned meat — iin tea. butter, 
sugar or colTee. AVe found the door of 
the dei)ot oi)en, and it was evident 
that some of the stores liad been pur- 
loined. AVe found .-in old pattern gun 
in tlie hut, and after a. time got it to 
work. AA'e used the niots of a plant 
(stilboc'irpa polarls) for ^-egetulile. It 
was not bad when boiled. We made 
coff(!e from sea biscuits by roasting 
them. AVe afterwardd found a little 
tea at the Enderby Island depot." 

The party on the I.Iinemoa were nat- 
urally anxious to visit the spot wlien 
so iiian.\' inoiitliH had been siicnt and 
so many privations endured by tlic 
plucky, persevering sailors. While 
they were examining and jjhotograph- 
Ing the huts and examining the island 
tor plants and rocks, a party of fotir 
of the castaways had gone over the 
hill to their lirst camp to poriform the 
.sad work 'of exhuming the remains of 
the mate of their ship. This took a 
couple of' hours, and while this was 
being done the captain spent the time 
in searching more of the shore line for 
traces of the castaways. The HInemoa 
was then. taken, back to Port Ross. All 
the passengerd and the .ship's company 
landed to attend the funeral. The party 
numbered about CO. The service was 
a most Impressive one. The captain 
read the Anglican church funeral ser- 
vice, and the body, which had been en- 
closed in a sCa chest, was lowered to 
Its last resting-place by the second 
anj| thlrajyinat^S- ,9f the Dumlonald."

•nalled from the Sa'lvor yesterday 
morning, and some pumps, and wreck- 
ing gear were put 'on board that ves- 
sel. It being hoped that with the shal- 
low draught she would be able lo get 
alongside. 

The heavy storm of Sunday is 
thought to have aggravate<l the .in- 
juries of the stranded steamer. The 
wind blew very heavy on Sunday, re- 
ports from Tatoosh stating that a 
velocity of VU miles an hour wa,s 
reached there.

HARTFIELD REINSURED 

AT A HIGH RATE 



Vessel For Which Alarm is Felt Ow- 
ing to J'inding of Wreckage is 
Quoted at 85 Per Cent 



The British ship Hartfleld has been 
added to the reinsurance list and 
quoted at 85 per cent owing to the 
alarm felt for the safety of the ship 
as a result of the wreckage found at 
Kstevan Point, 

The high rate of her reinsurance in 
London, fixed after the receipt of the 
news of wreckage found on the A'aii- 
cou.ver rociis, shows that she has been 
practically given ui> by men who are 
expert on sucli matters. 

The claim that her deck fittings may 
have washed overbog,rd is considered 
unsound by mariners familiar with the 
.sliip and her condition in a storm. She 
was a large iron vessel of 1,815 net 
tons and in ballast from Valpjuaiso, 
riding so high in the water that the 
largest combers could not reach her 
decks. She was considered a, fine sea 
vessel and rode the waves, especially 
when in ballast, like a cork. If through 
lielng crii)i)led slie had fallen into thc> 
trough of seas h"a.v\^ enougii lo swec:]) 
her decks, her sand balliist unciues- 
tiouably would iuive shifted and the 
ship turned turtle and pUitiged to the 
bottom. There are many who b(>lieve 
this to have been the fate of the llart- 
I'ield and there are few who know all 
the conditions who have hope of Ik r 
ever being heard of again on the sea. 

The lost ship's crew is not tliought to 
have numbered thirty men as at first 
reported. She was not In the habit of 
carrying more than four or five ap- 
prentice boys and witlr some fifteen 
salors, cook, carpenter, captain and 
three mates probably carried a conilde- 
incnt of about twenty-five men.

Federal Judge C. II. Hanford lias 
rendered a decision at Seattle in the 
case of the Northwestern Steamship 
Company against tbe Maritime Insur- 
ance Company of Kngland, by wliich 
the plaintiff can collect the full insur- 
ance on the vessel Tacoma, .vVhlch was 
captured by the Japanese while trying 
to run the blockade at Vladivostok 
during the Japanese-Kusslan war. The 
policy was for about $13,900, and was 
for war risks only. 

The Tacoma cleared frottjjSeattle In 
1005 with, orders if or;; Shanghai, and 
with secret orders from ^ President 
John Rosene for the Russian port. The 
boat carried' 9,000 barrels of beef and 
other ■contraband of war for the Rus- 
sian forces. The boat tided to get 
thr6\igh Soya strait, then through the 
Okhotsk sea and Boussole strait, but 
was caught in the ice and held for 
forty diiys, being freed iMarch 13, 1!)<I!>, 
and captured the next day by the 
Jaimncse cruiser Talcaclioko, The car- 
go and sliip were adjudged a prl/.e of 
war by tlie Japanese i)rize court. Tlie 
boat, when captured, \vas sailing for a 
Japanese port to reiu^ovlsiun- 

The decision of the .Tupanesc pri/.e 
court is found Ijy Judge Hanford to 
rest on the mere epithet, "deceitful ac- 
tion" and a misundcrst mding of in- 
ternational law. He holds that there 
is a wide difference between efforts to 
-ivoid capture by keeping away from 
the waters .patroled by belligerent 
ships and mere tricks to deceive cap- 
tors or to conceal property of a bel- 
ligerent or to defeat the right of a 
belligerent to search any vessel sus- 
pected of being engaged in contraband 
trade. The rule of international law 
is to confiscate contraband goods dis- 
covered in a neutral vessel, but the 
vessel is not forfeited uni(-ss the con- 
traband belongs to the owners of the 
ship or they liave aggravated the case 
by attempting to deceive the captoi-s. 

In this instance there was no such 
ground of forfeiture. The ship cleared 
for Shanghai, and that may have beyi 
a fraud upon newspaper reporters aiid 
spies, as it prevented them from ob- 
taining offlclal Information of the des- 
tination of the' Taeoma and transmit 
the news to every place of importance, 
which would have facilitated the Jap- 
anese cruisers in effecting her ca|)tiiro 
without niueh loss of time in search- 
ing, but the court holds that the falwe 
documents were not intended to and 
could not deceive those who might bo 
her lucky captors, because, in addition 
to the false documents, the shiji car- 
ried other papers containing true ih- 
forination and all that the.belUgerent 
searching vessels - "Were . entitled to 
Icnow. ' . '. 

It is Judge IJanfnrd's conclusion 
that the decision of the prize court of 
Japan was arbitrary and the loss was 
not attributable to apy conduct -of the 
owner which' was pfrejudldlal vto- the 
rights of the Insurance companies.

This year is no exception to 
the rule. Ouv man about town was 
■detjiiiled, the otlior evening, to make 
an investigation. A eonth'mation of 

"his report has been obtained by our 
fiunous astrologer casting the horo- 
scope. Tliat the dllfereuce between 
acliial cost and the sum obtained 
from the city (thereby meaning tlie 

. .corporation of the city of Victoria.) 
by the Bsquimalt Water Company 
(thereby meaning the EsquimalL 
Waterworks Company) goes to a cer- 
iain newspaper manager (thereby 
meaning the said John S'amuel Henry 
.Matson) in consideration of his active 

' "interest in the public welfare." 

Witnesses were called to prove the 
publication and circulation of the 
People's Press: and Mr. Matson was 
called to give evidence of a conver- 
£iati6n with' the accused. 
■ J. H! Austin, deputy registrar, was 
the first witness, producing the de- 
claration • of iftirtnershlp of the Vic- 
toria Rrlriting &'. Publishing Company, 
which sfiowed'PhU B. Smith' as man- 
ager, and Joseph Waohter, of Victoria 
West,,' gave, "evidence of copies.. of .the 
.People's Press, containing the libel 
chiarged, having been .jbrought to . Le- 
roy's cigar stand,' where he was em- 
ployed by ^Aleix.' Stevens, who works 
for Smith.'j'arid who asked 'that they 
be 'Circulated, .without charge. Some 
copies ■were '-producod as exhibits. 
. Alex.':. 'Steyens . was next called, and 

• told , of having , been given orders by 
'his employer^ Phil K. Smith, to take 

the newspapers in question to Loroy's' 
olgiar stand for circulation. Ip doing 
so, he had • obeyed Smith's instruc- 
tions. 

. J( S, H. Matson, managing director 
of the Colonist Printing & I Publish- 
ing Company, next called, was shown 
a copy of the People's Press. He 
told of having seen a similar copy 
while awaiting the Esquimau Gar at 
Leroy's cigar stand. He had read 
portions of it, and had seen tlie car- 
toons. He had read an item in whicli 
he was styled "The Political Boss," 
and finding himself so styled went to 
the meeting at Scrapie's hall, Victoria 

- .^'West, that nigjit, . January '.10. Ex- 
Mayor Morley was spealcing, and wit- 
ness asked him to stick- to the truth. 
Phil R. Smith, who vvas, .chairman, 
said--Jie''.\voulU; give-'wlthess- -a hearing 
When Mr. Morley finlshccl'' spcakiijg. 
Ho did so, and he haa . thanked him. 
He had not then seen the item in the 
People's Press hdaded "Rumors" or 
that "^entitled "Dictating Its Policy" 
until late at night, aftijr the meeting. 
Ne.xt morning he went to Mr. Smith's 
printing oflice and saw the defend- 
ant there. As neiar as he could re- 
member he said to Smith: "Why is 
it that you've taken upon yourself to 
slung mc in such a manner? What 
liavc I done to you? I didn't see your 
I'omarks about me in tills — tlie Pco- 
Ijlo'.s Pi-ess — until after the meeting, 
and ii.'s a good tiling for you and Cor 
me th'Lit 1 didn't." Smitli asked why, 
and he had replied: "In.stead of 
thankiii.g \-ou for the hearing I would 
probably have tlirashcd you on the 
]>latform." Mr. Smith liacL replied 
that that would have been rather bad. 
and witness had said that it would 
have been bad for both. Smith then 
began discussing the Colonist, begin- 
ning by asking him if the policy of 
the paper was solely dictated by him, 
to which he had replied that it was. 
Smith said if the policy of the Col- 
onist was directed on proper lines 
or along a proper course witness 
'Would be the strongest man in west- 
ern Canada, in live years. 

A lengthy discu.ssion regarding the 
item, headed "Humors" then took 
place. Smith liad asked him: "Can 
you state that it is ;in incorrect 
statemea.t?" and he had replied "Can 
you as an honorable man stale oth(>r- 
wise? Do you heliove in your he.irt 
that the statement is erjrrect as pub- 
lished in the People's Press." 

Smith .said in answer; 'I slinuld 
like to believe all .vou say is correct, 
but I have watclied tlie editori.ais of 
thci Colonist for some time past, and 
it looks to me as if it's true. I ,ean 
see your hand in the editorials of tlie 
Colonist in endeavoring to got tlie 
people to purchase the Esquimau 
"waterworlvK.

Ho had then s'aid: "If what (lie 
People's Press states Is correct there 
is no reason why I should be connect- 
ed with the Colonist for 2-1 liour.s;

On that occasion witness also 
slated that there were thousands of 
cojiics of the Colonist delivered dally 
to houses ill the city, and lie wished 
the people who reail them to believe 
every slatement they contained, as ho 
was endeavoring to jjublish .a clean 
publ.'ication and to tell the truth. It 
the Colonist could not be continued 
on those lines ho did not w.-nit any- 
thing to do with it. .Sinllh spoke of 
cx-M.ayor Morley and of hov.- tlio Col- 
onist was going after him, .and he Iiad 
replied the Colonist had not said any- 
thing unliind of Morley this y(>ar, ami 
had not the slightest Intention of do- 
ing so.

Mr. Smith did not deny that lie be- 
lieved this statement headed "Rum^ 
ors," and that the witness Ayas the 
person meant therein. Ho said to 
SmUii before leaving: "I will give 
you the whole of the day to apologize, 
if you do not, I will publish the whole, 
of your paper in the Sunday Issue of 
the Colonist; a portion I wUl treat in 
a dlllerent way on Monday. Smith 
then said ho'd like to believe what 
witness had said, but didn't sec how 
he could. , He had not wislied to be 
forced into the publishing bnsinesy, 
hut if he was, anyone who carried on 
such pranks as witness did in con- 
nection with the waterworks company 
would certainly "be gone after most 
tmmercifully." 

Witness had reciiUed a conversa- 
tion with him, which Mr. Smith began 
in the Ksquimalt tram some months 
before when they were going from 
tlie city together. Smith had then 
used theso words: "We can under- 
stand it: Sam jMatson from school 
trustee to manager of a newspaper." 
Witness had siaid: "It is remarkable, 
isn't it," and there had been no fur- 
ther conversation between them from 
that d»y until the morning following 
the ]iH'iblieation of the People's Press. 
The conversation on that occasion 
lasted about three-quarters of an 
hour. He iilad detailed / the salient 
features. ■ . ■ 

Crb.ss-examined by Mr. Moresby, Mr. 
Matson said ho had been and was 
still engaged as a broker, and would 
be quite willing' to deal with business 
in real estate, 'buying and selling 
shares, etc., in a legitimate way. In 
nnswer to a number of questions re- 
iterated by Mr. Moresby regarding 
witness' iinowledge of attemjits to sell 
the Esquimalt Waterworks company 
to the city, witness replied that he had 
no knowledge of the company's busi- 
ness with regard to the city or other 
transaction. He knew nothing Of any 
negotiations. 

"Will you swear that there has not 
been some talk in the city by people 
Interested in finding the price at which 
the BsquiihaVt company was wlIHhg 
to dispose of 4ts holdings to the city?" 

Mr. Matson replied that ho knew no 
more about the matter than the ordi- 
nary '.man In the street. As such he 
had met Mr.' Lubhe on Gevernmonl 
street and Mr. Lubbe had then stated 
that lie proposed to hold out for 
$1,300,000 or $1,400,000 for the holding.^ 
of the Ksquimalt company, and wit- 
ness had told Mr. Eubbo ho should give 
the people a chance. Mr. Lubbe had 
replied that he wouldn't reduce the 
price. 

"Don't you know the Esquimau 
company never obtained one cent from 
the city of Victoria?" asked iMr. Mores- 
by. 

"JS'1), I do not. The way I read the 
Item' headed 'Rumors' was that it 
meant , that I was getting a monthly 
allowance from the Esquimalt Wa- 
terworks company. What I state is 
that your client says I'm receiving 
money from that source and I want 
him to prove it. I don't even know 
vvliat price the Esquimalt company is 
willing to take or the city is •willing 
to give." 

"Do you know whether any sum. has 
been obtained from the Esquimalt 
Waterworks Company." 

"I don't know anything at all about 
it." 

Mr. Moresb>' then inquired concern- 
ing Mr. Jlatson's appointment as man- 
aging director of ■'X'lie .Colonist, and 
witness said he was willing to i)roduce 
the minute3^.of the directors' meeting 
at which. th&'appqji^traenf 'W^s-m&.d^.- • 
' Mr. Moresby asked' if there were any 
rumors current that he would benefit 
from the sale of the Esquimalt 'wa- 
terworks to the city. 

Witness replied: "None that I'm 
aware of." 

The only rumors he had seen or 
heard were those which appeared in 
the item complained of. 

J. L. Rayniur. water commissioner 
of the city of Victoria, said the 
Esquiniault Waterworks company had 
received money from the city of Vic- 
I toria for rental of hydrants in Vic- 
i toria West for fifteen or sixteen years, 
getting $48 a month from twelve hy- 
drants, and also money for water for 
flushing tanks. 

D. R. Ker of Brackman-Ker said 
ho had glanced through "The People's 
Press." Ke read the article in (jucs- 
tlon headed "Rumors." and imdc^rstood 
the article referred to the city of Vic- 
toria, the Esquimalt ^Vaterworks 
company and the innuendo regarding 
the "certain newspaper manager" to 
mean Mr. Matson, managing* director 
of The Colonist. ~ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Moresljy, 'ho 
said ho had taken the writing to mean 
tliat the manager of The Colonist was 
said to have received money from the 
Esquimalt Waterworks company on 
account of a sale to the city of Vic- 
toria. 

Mr. Moresby questioned Mr. Ker at 
length, asking how he liad construed 
the article in question to mean Mr. 
Matson, witness replying that he had 

recognized the inference as meaning 
Mr. Matson. 

J. S. H. Matson, recalled, said the 
liolicy of The Colonist lias been to fa- 
vor the iHircliase of the Es<iuimalt 
Watci'U'orks Coin))an\', the Times, as 
far as he could remember, refusing 1o 
support it. Witness jiroduced the 
minutes of the meeting of the direct- 
ors of The Colonist Printing and Pub- 
lishing company, detailing his appoint- 
ment as managing director and man- 
;igei- of the institution. 

This closed the case for the prose- 
cution. The defence was reserved; 

Mr. Moresby argued that nothing 
had been adduced in the evidence to 
sliow that the accused, Phil R. Smith, 
was identified as the person pub- 
lishing the People's Press, or the per- 
.«on mentioned as havin.g h!id a con- 
versation with Mr. Alatson, or the per- 
son who ordered tlie pajier in iiuestion 
circulated. He also h<-l(i th.-it the arti- 
I'le in questicm was not lilielous, but 
lie did not jiropose to go into that 
matter now. 

Maglstrale .lay said the evidence 
justified him In sending Mr. Smith to 
the assizes for trial, At the rociuest 
of Mr. Moresby he said he would de- 
fer the formal order until today in 
order to allow accused to secure bail, 
which will be fixed at $1,000 as bo- 
fore, the same sureties, (!X-Mayor Mor- 
ley .and Alderman Gloason being the 
sureties.

The full court yestordtiy unanimous- 
ly rejected the apijeal of the plaintiff 
in the case of EU'oi'd vs. VVootton, et 
al. A Judgment written by Mr. Jus- 
tice Clement, embodying the opinion 
of tlie court, was handed down, tho 
chief justice remarking: 

"We liavo ail come to the conclusion 
that tlio solicitor was empowered to 
make tlio best settlement he could, 
and that ho carried out those instruc- 
tions; and that there .waS/ UO revoca- 
tion of those instrucfloris''''uhtll'-' they 
were carried out.'' ' 

In this case it appeared that Elford 
& Smith had been the holders of a 
Judgment against ,tho original owners 
of tho Driard iiotel, on wlilch Mrs. 
Duiismuir h'eIdV'"feortgage8.; tonountlng 
to ijiiSCOOO. 'Plniilly when the' interest 
fell into arrears .to tho amount of $60,- 
001), tlie mortgagee decided to take 
po.Hsession of the property. The ori- 
ginal owners had died, but suitable 
arrangements were made with tho 
heirs for the purchase of their equity, 
but in order to clear the title it was 
necessary to get rid of the judgment 
referred to, which amounted originally 
to $S,000, although $1,500 had been paid 
on it. To this.: end Barnard & Rogers, 
the mortgiigee's solicitors, opened 
negotiatit)ns witli Wootton & Goward, 
the plaintiffs' solicitors, for tho redemp- 
tion of the judgment in order to avoid 
the trouble and exiionse of a fore- 
closure suit. 

This judgment came after tho mort- 
gages referred to and for a number of 
years it had not been possible to real- 
ize anythlngr on It. . Mr. Elford talked 
the matter over with his solltiltbrs, 
Wootton & Goward, and as a result 
of instrttctioni ■ ' then -received. .Mr. 
Wootton looked the matter.,up at . the 
registry ^fflco and also went ^ and saw 
iiarnb,rd. &. Bogers;-, . As -a result, of 
what he discovered and what he was 
told, Mr. Wootton came to the conclu- 
sion that the only thing to do was to 
sell the Judgrment for tho best amount 
obtainable, and finally, after about a 
week's negotiations, agreed to get a 
quit claim of the judgment for $500 
He received a check for tho amount 
and signed a letter to the registrar, 
as Mr. Elford's solicitor. Instructing 
the registrar to cancel tho judgment. 
The quit claim deed was also neces- 
sary as there was other property in 
Vancouver covered by the mortgage 
against -which the judgment might 
pcssibly have been put in force once 
the mortgage was cleared out of the 
way. 

Mr. Wootton reported w'hat ho had 
done, advising Mr. Elford that it was 
a ea.se of $500 or nothing, as ho would 
be powerless if foreclosure proceedings 
were started. According, Mr. Elford 
signed the quit claim deed, which was 
not immediately delivered as Mr. 
.Smith's signature was also required; 
, While waiting for fthis. Mr. ElfoVd 
Iran across E. It. JolTOaon,' i\yhO-.''lm- 
I mediately got busy; 'antl'':af tec »r vlslt 
to the registry ibfateJl'tbldifMr.'iBllford 
f hat' there-'VTOS%'iit#l^^nnIiiB.tl>Tough' 
the hoteV whlfeW WMi'nOt* Ihciaded In 
tho mortgage,' 'cfnd tlteit he was con- 
.sequently sacrlfieltfg a-' valuable asset 
for a song. Mr. 'Blford Immediately 
went to the office of Bodwell & Law- 
son and caused a letter to ho Avrltten 
ship, and then brought suit to have 
the judgment restored as a valid and 
subsisting charge on the property. Mr. 
Wootton advised, the mortgagee's 
.solicitors over the phone of the change 
In 'SoUcltor.s. and the following day 
they presented the letter they held to 
tho registrar who cancelled the mort- 
g;ige in accordance with its histruc- 
tions. 

.Mr. I':iford stated at the trial that hi'^ 
instriirtions to Mr. Wootton went no 
furtlier than to authori'/e him to look' 
into the state of affairs _i.'Jid to report 
back. Mr. Wootton swore, and his 
partner who was iire.^eiit coiTolioratrd 
liim, that thev received instructions to 
maK-o the best settlement they could, 
and (be trial judge accepted their 
version. 

It was contended for the appellants 
that the authority was revo.ked before 
tlie letter was presented to the regis- 
trar, and that that document was 
tberebv rendered of no efEect, The 
respondent.? argued that the deal was 
completed when tho letter was handed 
to Barnard & Rogers and that 'the time 
of handing It to tho registrar was an 
unimportant detail. The respondents 
also urged that as a matter of fact 
the mortgages in question did cover 
all the property Involved, so that Mr. 
Wootton was correct In tho legal ad- 
vice he gave. There were a number 
of nice legal points Involved and tlie 
case was argued at lericrth two weeks 
ago bv E. V. Bodwell. K.C.. wlio ap- 
pi'ared for the appellants, and Fred. 
Peters, K. C, who appeared for the 
respondents, the case' being adjourned 
for further argument 

'S'osterdav, hov^'ever, the court an- 
nounced that the\- were prepared to 
give judgment on the facts, so that a 
decision on the legal points referred to 
would not be necessary.

JAPANESE EMPLOY 

BOGUS PASSPORTS 



Many Endeavor to Cross Into 
United States: by Illegal 
' Means • 



Ten JapaneHO caught at tlio inter- 
national boundary line In ono week 
with bogus passports shows the whole- 
Hale extent to which coolie laborers, 
subjects of tha Mikado, are attempting 
to deceive the United States immigra- 
tion department. The favorite system 
in vogue is that of the use of the same 
passport over and over aprain. Nine 
out of the ton men who were detained 
at the boundary last week and finally 
refused admittance to the United 
States confessed tliat they had been 
supplied with the passports of Japa- 
nese now in the United States. These 
had been mailed back to "Vancouver 
-^and were resold at from five to twen- 
l;y-flve dollars^ each.. 

The system of railroading the Jap- 
anese through is being carried out 
with the greatest care possible. One 
Japanese, particularly, when question- 
ed by the offlcerij at the boundary, re- 
lated' how he had been passed- by the 
United States commissioner in the 
Vancouver examining' office. He ex- 
plained all the .detalls of the interview 
in Vancouver, told In ekact language 
what, of flee he was lni;-how the doors 
were arransod and ' what"" questions 
•were asked him. In other ways, how- 
ever, -his story becahie tangled, and 
finally he broke down and confessed 
that he had been coached to Vancou- 
ver with great care, and diagrams of 
the offices of the commissioner ex- 
plained to him so that he would be 
able to give. correct answers to Just 
what questions were asked him. 

The Japanese daily paper here today 
contained a warning to its Oriental 
readers that so many had been caught 
recently with bogus passports it was 
now useless to attempt further to de- 
ceive the United States officers.

East Indians Have Place of Worship 
Situated in Fairview Section of 
Vancouver 

Vancouver, Jaix. 20.— Nearly a thou- 
sand people gathered yesterday morn- 
ing to attend the dedicatory services 
of the Sikh temple, located at IShG 
Second avenue, Fairview. Among the 
number wcxe representatives of all 
East Indian castes, the Siklis natural- 
ly attending in the largest numbers. A 
number of whites were also present, 
curiosity being the drawing card as 
far as they were concerned, ; though 
among them were noticed:.some who 
were acquainted with Sikh customs 
through residence in India. Those 
whites who came expecting to see any- 
thing in the nature of the sensational, 
siich as idol.s, striking ceremonies, etc., 
were disappointed, as the ceremony 
was as routine as the dedication of 
any Christian church. 

After Balwau Singh, who officiated 
as priest, h.ad gone through the ritual 
service for the occasion, ho essayed 
to explain the religion of the caste. 
His English was, however, deficient, 
and finally Tarakauath Das, a mem- 
ber of the local i.Unite.d States immi- 
gration staff, briefly spoke in English 
of India and its ireligions. 
.\The tempk<)aAji the property on 
Which' It; Is located .represents a valu- 
ation- of about $6^000, and tliis amount 
was contributed,.- by the Sikhas from 
all -mparts -of tht) . province before the 
service ot yester.day. The spirit wHli 
whicli' <he castq. h^s , entered upon the 
underfaklng w/is'.'evldenced at the oc- 
casion-by th6' fadt' that without solici- 
tation nearly ?500 was' given for the 
support of the church. 

The temple Is of ornate design and 
divided into two floors. The upper 
apartment is inteded solely for ' re- 
ligious purposes, a^nd none ;.but " SlfeWs 
may enter its doors.. The" lower floor 
is to- be used for general meetings of 
the'raoe." " As the- buildings Is esteemed 
a sacred place, no lodging of any kind 
will be permitted within its' wialls.- f4o 
seating accommodation is provided, the 
"squatting" custom of their hom'e land 
being tlie rule for attendants on the 
services. The hall will accommodate 
an audience of about 500 by this 
method, and is judged to be ample for 
the general attendance on the services.

ENGLISH PENNIES SCARCE 

Dilemma of London Traders— Small 
. Supply of Copper Coins . 

America is not the only, country with 
a money stringency. There is a cur 
rency difficulty in London. It may not 
call for such extended reference in 
the next King's speech to parliament 
as the American problem did In Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's message to congrress, 
but it is causing considerable trouble 
in the city nevertheless, 

Tlie New York banks are unable to 
pay their depositors in gold currency. 
In London the banks are unable : to 
supply their customers with coppers. 
There Is no difficulty in cashing a 
cheque at any London bank if the re- 
posltor-is content with gold and silver 
in exchange. But should he demand 
any considerable sum in pennies the 
agitated cashier w-ill refer him to the 
glass inclosed inner office, where - the 
stern-faced manager will resolutely 
refuse to part with more than a grudg- 
ing pittance from liis ijrccious hoard. 

There are not enough pennies in cir- 
culation at iJresent to supply tlie ne- 
cessities of tlie retail Christinas com- 
merce of the country. Sliop.s wltli a 
cpiiclc trade require to be supplied 
daily v.'ith pounds' wortli of copfjer 
money for cliange, and just now the 
utmost difliculty is experienced in pro- 
viding it. For its hundred shops one 
I>ondon firm requires £200 worth of 
pennies and half-pennies daily, and is 
unable to obtain them from its bank- 
ers. 

"I would be glad to tak-o £ 5,000 
worth of cojjpers if I could got tliom," 
stiid the ni.-inagcr of a Ijondon Ijank 
recently, "and would even be willing 
to pay a premium upon tliem." 

The Mint autlioritles, although the 
profit on coining copper is high, de- 
cline to .supply all that the banks de- 
mand. They maintain that the ex- 
isting supply ougiit to bo siiiriciont 
but that the stringency is caused by 
the reprehensible liablt of hoarding 
copjiers. A large lirm recently ad- 
mitted having hoarrlod up ,C500 worth 
during October. Large as was that 
store, it has already been nearly ex- I 
iiaustod. — London Mail.

German Steamer Lost Seaman 

■'^uOverboai'd, and Broke Her ■ 
K:; Steering Gear 



The last mall from Honolulu brought 
detailed accounts of the partial wreck- 
ing of the German steamer Tolos;in of 
the .Teiison line, from Seattle to Vkidi- 
'.■ostolc, which, a.s briefly cabled, put 
into Hiinolulu January 6, In distress. 
A passenger of the Tolosan, writing of 
itho battle of the steamer with tho 
.storm, says she had a terrible lime. In 
0110 of tiie wildest and lioce.st liurri- 
canns that tin>' ship ever struck, Jier 
steering utterly usiMesa, mountainous 
waves washing entirely over the ship 
the Tolosan struggled in the trough of 
the sea for three days, and then when 
it loked as if the storm had blown 
over, another gale that soon grew into 
a hurricane, was encountered. 

The storm prevailed from Dec. 23rd 
to 25th. The 'writer, a -Vladivostol 
merchant, recounting his experiences, 
pays: A storm from' east-south-east in 
creased into a hurricane, a"hlgh sea 
lollowing sieadily .hlglier, and towards 
- Ill trio aftorno'oriiwo were unable to 
steer our course anyjmore and we had 
If) lipave to and- go/ half speed. 'iHvo 
skylights' of the engine roam were 
blown open, and wliile we were trying 
to shut them our <|uartermastor, AVoah 
Ka Wong, was blown clean overlioard 
We inimediately threw overboard to 
him a life- belt, but, owing to the high 
sea and wind, it was quite impossible 
to .stop the ship or turn her around. 
So wo were unable to do anything 
more to save him. 

Towards 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
an iron bar shackle of the steering 
gear brolic. AVe slopped the engines 
and ordered all hands on deck. The 
Chinese crew \\'Ould not come on deck 
even when threatened with a revolvei-, 
and all remained cooped u]) in the 
forecastle. There was a tremendous 
force from side to side on the rudder 
and we tried at once to make fast with 
tackles, which broke. The captain, 
officers and engineers then got a G',i 
incii Jlunilla.. rope and wove around 
tile (piadrant like a- tackle and man- 
aged to get the hand-gear into- work- 
ing order, and the moment after this, 
'said gear . and Manilla .rop'o, broke di- 
rectly "fichind It an^, again the rudder 
started to hit from oi\e side to Another. 

Wo tried again, but with no' better 
result. then gpt a 3% Inch steel 

hawser and wore the same like a tackle 
round the quadrant on both sides and 
then ortto the steam' .winch and this 
were successful in holding the rudder, 
iwh'ieh wc put about'{25 ito ^ftarboall'd 
and then started the engines slow, 
half, full a.s was necessary to keep 
the ship to the sea. . 

During all tho time we were 'vvorking: 
aft the ship was lying with a terrible 
sea breaking over both her sides. Tho 
fiirward starboard lifeboat was broken 
clean from her lashings and hurled 
against tlie wlicel-hou.-ie, staving in 
g.'Uley stovepipe and damaging the 
boat.' The aft starboard lifoljoat was 
broken loo.se from its clainp and the 
stanchion bolts wcvi> \vrenched from 
tho deck and the planks opened up. 
The aft port lifeb.iat" was forced with 
its clamps toward the' inside; the slde- 
'llglit shelves, both port and starboard, 
were washed away. Great volumes of 
water poured Into tlie stokehole 
through the grating and into the en- 
gine room through the broken sky- 
lights, in the stokehole the floor 
plates were wa.slied up by tlie water 
and wc liad to put out tho lire in the 
port furnace. The bilges in stokehole 
and engine room were full to the top 
with water, ashes and coal so that the 
pumps could not work, as the suction 
pipes were blocked up.' 'With great 
difliculty could we keep steam in the 
starboard boiler. The slilp took a great 
list to port, as the cargo shipped con- 
siderably. 

When tho iron baf for the' steering 
gear was replaced b'y the machlniist 
and the shackles renewed we wove a 
four-roped tackle to relieve the strain 
and took off the steel hawser from the 
quadrant, and we kept the ship In the 
sea at slow speed. The storm contin- 
ued and the wind veered around to the 
southwest and w-e .steamed with oiii! 
l5.>iler south-south-west b.v the com- 
pass. The balla.-it puiiii> \\-orked. In 



.the tunnel, was three .feetjof water.!;T,6 
get the ship-a Uttle , straight again ^'we 
■started to. trim the - coal^from' port 'to 
atarboard with all hands. Towards 
12 noon ot the 24th the storm quiened 
a little. Wo opened a hatch and trim- 
med the cargo from port to starboard. 
Cargo on 'Tween No. 1 was moved to 
port. The steamer was listed 40 de- 
grees and was atralghtoued with dif- 
liculty, the KteerinB.-.,'gear breaking 
again udiile the crew w^re trimming 
the coal, but it was soon rojialred. 

Tho chief ofllcer, Escherhaus, 
was with the Chinese when the boats- 
wain was washed overboard. A big 
wave lifted itself over the deck and 
swept toward them. They grabbed 
hold of tho rails, or anything- fast, for 
their lives. One unfortunate sailor, a 
Chinaman, w;ih too slow, and he was 
carried with tho wave into tiie surging 
sea. Life buoys were thrown out, but 
it was no use. Only once did the,\- see 
hliii again — they caught a glimiise of 
his leg stickln.g up from the water and 
that was the last. 

it was impo.-isibie to stop the sliip. 
She wiis beyond control. She swayed 
with the sea, her rudder banging from 
side to side. This was on the morn- 
ing of December 23rd, and all that day 
tho ship was lieyond control. The 
steering gear, which had broken at 4 
o'clock, was swinging with terrific 
force from side to side, slowly battering 
itself to pieces. Tho ship fell off her 
course and came iir ;i beam sea, rolling 
heavily, until iier \vlioIe cargo had 
.shifted to the port side. 

At this time hjeavy seas breaking 
clear over the ship, 'smashed two life- 
boats. I'ons of water were hurled into 
the engine -roomsj and they had to 
draw the fires out of tho port boilers 
to prevent an explosion. There were 
five feet of water In th engine rooms. 

To make a terrible, al'tuatlon still 
worse, the thirty-four Chinese sailors 
became stricken with fear. They liud- 
dled in their bunks In the forecastle, 
refusing to come out. and lying with 
staring eyes that saw nothing. First 
Officer I.^Jschcrhaus w-eni to them with 
a big re\-oIver in his hands, iiointed It 
ill their faces, and ordered ^^en^ to 
come out and help fix tlie steering gear 
to save their lives. They seemed- not 
to see him at all. i^'ear had overcome 
them. 

And so it was left to the caiitain, 
three officers and two engineers to do 
all the work of lashing the rudder fast, 
while ,a big sea swept over the ship. 

There were four feet of water in tho 
galley, and the men had nothing to eat 
.^avo salty food and some tins of moat 
that were saved. At 12 o'clock that 
night the storm aliated, and the ship 
could be handled a little. Then it took 
the engineers two da\-s and nights of 
constant work to puni)i the water from 
the engine rooms. The suction pipes 
had lilled with coal and the engineers 
were forced to dive down in eight feet 
of wateJrfto pull the ■icoal from - the 
pipes. . . 

. The ;iext day another storm undid 
much of, tSie'Wbrk done. The shi)) fpU 
.0,rf her course once more, and began to 
pil with water. ■ A big sea washed a 
Chinaman, who was steering, from.the 
bridge to the high- deck- ■svhere he wa^s 
wedged in against th^r^rall. The cap- 
tain ba^-ely saved hlmslf.. At 8 o'clock 
in the afternoon the' steerinjg: igear. was 
repaired, and during the remainder of 
the afternoon all hands were put to

Mikado ■ to i enter'-^jCanada 
at any placejOr. tlnia^and. vvlthout.con- 
ditions! Despite' this what was. tho 
action of the '.representatives .of -Bri- 
tish Columbia."

What had been the position of tho 
htjnorable members opposite on that 
mea.sure?

Just a little 
while ago they had been raising a 
good deal of hullaballoo upon this 
quostion. Mr. Borden while in this 
province had made the promi.se that 
ho would bring tho matter to the at- 
tention oC tho premier.

They -are •competing Avith the 
merchant and - the . - storekeeper, the 
manufacturer and the farmer. ' 'One 
hundred Japanese In - -Vancouver at;the 
present day own ?3,000,000 ■ worth - of 
property. , 
'"One of the strongest pleas jiirged 
by Sir Wilfrid ' Daurier In MkiSe tlie 
ratlfica:tlbff"6rthd Jaifan^se* fttaty was 
that it was .deslgnea to foster the 
commerce ot*Canada. Yet wwhitt had 
We" found? Our exports to Japan in 
the year before the treaty had^-been 
$511,000. . The imports . from : Japan 
had been $1,720,000. In the year fol- 
lowing, the treaty our exports to 
Japan had increased to $549,.O0O. and 
their imports Into Canada jumped 
to 52,100,000. We had gained by that 
treaty just $38,000, while the Japan- 
ese exports here had jumped hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. This was the 
benefit which the boasted freaty had 
obtained for Canada." 

The Bovi^ser Bill = 
Jlr. Hawthornthwaite denoiiueod 
botli tlie I.,iberals and Conservative.s 
for their action with respect to tlie 
Bow.ser bill. He alfirmod tliat tho 
proper measures were being delayed, 
and side tracked, and he prote.sted 
agai/nst any further continuunee of 
this. He was prepared to .support the 
resolution, which tho lender oC the 
Liberal party had brought in. He 
wished to proceed in accordance with 
the constitution. He had a fiiiig 
against Mr. Macdonald for a .state- 
ment, made at the last election, in 
which he declared lliat he "would 
liiivc no alliance with those revolu- 
tionaries who trampled on the (lag ol! 
Britain, etc." He wished to .say that 
the Soeialistie party wanted no re- 
forms pave those which could bo ob- 
tained ill a constitutional -way and 
beneath the sheltering folds of the 
Union Jack. 

Him. Richard McBrido came ir 
denouncement also at tho hand 
the member for Nanaimo.

'I'he.v 
were getting wliat they deserved 
Until the time capio when they would 
recognize that juKtlco would bo meted 
out to them hy neither Liberals or 
Conservatives, tlie.v would be .eoniiiell- 
ed to lie upon tho beds whlch^ they 
had made for theniaclvcs.
